Thrown From Car Seriously 
Wounded 


Frank Joyce. 30. of 580 Gallivan 
Boulevard. Dorchester, was thrown 
out of an automobile ou Oak street. 
Newton Upper Falls. Monday night 
about 11 o’clock after he had been 
seriously stabbed by some unknown 
person. Clement Joyal of Carl street. 
Upper Falls, was walking on Oak 
street near the railroad, accompanied 
by his wife, when he observed Joyce 
staggering across the street bleeding 
from severe wounds In the abdomen 
and face. Joyal noticed a large se- 
dan disappearing down the street. He 
assisted Joyce into Tocci’s barbershop 
at 112 Oak street and the police were 
notified. The police ambulance with 
Patrolmen Murphy and Walker took 
Joyce to the Newton Hospital. Ques- 
tioned by Inspector Goode of the New- 
ton police. Joyce stated that he had 
been “taken for a ride" by three men 
who carried him in the automobile 
from intown Boston to the Oak street 
spot where he was ejected from the 
car. He claimed that lie only knew 
his three assailants slightly and did 
not reveal their identity to the po- 
lice. Inspector Goode believes that 
Joyce was stabbed before the car ar- 
rived at Upper Falls and that the 
wounded man is the victim of some 
gangsters. The man also had a bad 
head wound where his assailants had 
hit him with a stone. 

Joyce was a construction worker, 
but had been unemployed. He re- 
sided with his parents at the Dor- 
chester address. He had been con- 
victed in the past of carrying burg- 
lars' tools and of shoplifting.

Masons Strike 
At New City 
Hall Building 

Refuse To Accept Wage Re- 
duction on Wednesday 


About 30 men employed at the new 
city hall went out on strike Wednes- 
day. The men who went out included 
bricklayers, marble setters and ce- 
ment finishers. Their grievance was 
a reduction in wages of 20c an hour 
by C. S. Cunningham & Sons, the 
contractors, who are building the 
structure. The announcement that the 
new wage scale would go into effect 
Wednesday was objected to by the 
strikers because they stated their 
union had not agreed to accept the 
reduction. The other workers on the 
building, including roofers, plumbers 
and steam Utters* continued at work 
as they contended the strike had not 
been formally authorized by union of- 
ficials. 

A conference was held at the of- 
fice of tlie contractors in Boston on 
Wednesday afternoon but no agree- 
ment was readied. The strikers con- 
tended that they should continue to be 
paid $1.50 per hour and Cunningham 
insisted on the new wage of $1.30. No 
attempt lias been made to replace the 
strikers by non-union workers. Should 
tliis lie done the other tradesmen on 
the building would probably stop 
work.

Appropriation of 
$74,000 Made for 
Work on Streets 

Demands For Soldiers* Relief 
Rapidly Increase 


Tlie meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night started at 8 
o’clock. There was a "short recess" 
from 9:35 to 10:40 and the meeting 
adjourned nt 10:55. It can thus be ob- 
served that the meeting actually occu- 
pied 110 minutes and the short recess 
65 minutes: which shows an improve- 
ment over some preceding meetings. 
All of the Aldermen were present ex- 
cept Alderman Howlett. 

The principal features of tlie meet- 
ing were the attendance by three 
score Hunnewell Hillites and hearings 
on several petitions regarding gaso- 
line filling stntions. details of which 
are printed elsewhere. Tlie first mat- 
ters on the docket were hearings on 
petitions of the Telephone Company 
for underground conduits on Roylston 
street along the route of tlie proposed 
Worcester turnpike, and on Washing- 
ton street, near Peabody street. None 
appeared to oppose. George H. Hail 
of Kewadin road appeared to protest 
against being assessed for a sewer 
betterment on Tamwortli road. He 
said he had endeavored to get informa- 
tion from various city officials, but 
couldn’t seem to get to first base. 

John Peakes of Plymouth road was 
kept busy when in turn he arose to 
favor the improving and acceptance of 
Kingston, Plymouth and Sagamore 
roads. He stated that the residents of 
these streets are not anxious to have 
sewers laid in them, but if this is 
necessary in order to have the streets 
accepted, no objections will be raised. 

On the favorable recommendation of 
the Licenses Committee the Board 
granted a common victualler license to 
Henry O’Brien at 100 Needham street 
and a permit to the Edison Company 
for an underground conduit on Homer 
street.

Arguments for and against gasoline 
stations occupied some of the time at 
the meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night. For some 
months gasoline station hearings have 
not held held the place of prominence 
they formerly did at meetings of the 
Aldermen, but at the last meeting 
they were quite in evidence. 

The first “gasoline” hearing on the 
docket was that on the petition of 
William R. Scully for a permit to erect 
and conduct a filling station on Win- 
chester street, Newton Highlands, 
near Boylston street. Thomas Weston 
appeared as attorney for Mr. Scully. 
He explained that Scully bought the 
— land 3 years ago and then offered to 
trade it for city owned land across 
Winchester street, near Cook street. 
According to Mr. Weston, this trade 
would have been beneficial to the 
city as it would give them the land 
owned by 43cully adjacent to the New- 
ton Highlands playground: and the 
city, he believes, will eventually want 
this land. But, Mayor Weeks and the 
Assessors did not enthuse over the 
offer made at that time by Mr. Wes- 
ton. Instead of swapping the city 
owned land for an equal area of the 
Scully owned land with a bonus of 
$400 given by Scully, the city offi- 
cials asked for a bonus of $10,000. 
Later, Mr. Weston stated, the city was 
offered $4000 by Scully in addition to 
tlie swap of land. 

As the city refused to make the 
trade, Mr. Weston argued that it 
should grant Scully the permit on his 
own land. He made tlie agreement 
that if this permit is granted, Scully 
will ask payment for tlie value of the 
land, buildings which may be erected 
on it. and value of any business es- 
tablished. should the city take this 
land within 10 years. If tlie city does 
not lake the land until after 10 years, 
no damages would he claimed for the 
value of tlie business. 

Tlie reason tlie Mayor and Asses- 
sors value the city owned land at a 
fair figure is because this land abuts 
the Boston & Albany Railroad and 
so lias desirable facilities for freight 
service by a spur track. This makes 
tlie land valuable either for a city 
storage or receiving yard, or for a gas- 
oline station where tank car rates 
could he obtained: especially with the 
new Worcester turnpike just around 
tlie corner. 

The second gasoline hearing was 
on tlie petition of Emmanuel DeFazio 
for a permit to install an additional 
tank and pump at 123 River street, 
West Newton. DeFazio said the per- 
mit. if granted, would allow the re- 
moval of two smaller tanks, make it 
unnecessary for tank trucks to enter 
tlie place so frequently and improve 
the appearance of the station. 

Miss Annie Digniin of Auhurndale 
avenue, owner of property next to De- 
Fazio's filling station, objected to the 
petition. She termed the station a 
nuisance and said there is a crowd 
hanging out there all the time. Frank 
O’Donnell, a member of the Newton 
police force, who resides in the house 
adjoining tlie filling station, also ob- 
jected. He said that DeFazio had 
agreed to keep tlie existing tank away 
from the O’Donnell residence, but did 
not keep his word and placed the 
tank so near the house that tlie fumes 
from tlie gasoline * are a nuisance. 
O'Donnell told tlie Aldermen that one 
day recently he had been informed 
that gambling was going on at the 
station. He also charged that cars 
obtaining gasoline there were parked 
across the sidewalk when being filled, 
and that small children attending the 
nearby Franklin School had to walk 
out on the street as a result. 

The third gasoline act on tlie Al- 
dermanic program Monday night was 
another episode in the Kligman gas- 
oline serial which lias been running 
before the Aldermen for years. It 
might appear that this is the final 
episode, as tlie Hoard voted to grant 
tlie permit to Kligman, provided that 
certain conditions are complied with. 
These conditions are — that tlie locus 
must be filled to the grade of the 
street with good gravel-fill, a retain- 
ing wall must lie built at the roar, a 
fence on one side of the lot and 
shrubbery planted on tlio other side; 
two 25-foot drives must have con- 
crete ramps from the street over tlie 
sidewalk: the surface of the yurd must 
lie of crushed stone, the pumps and 
air-towers must he located according 
to plans; tlie service building must lie 
erected and constructed in accordance 
with tlie plan. When all these condi- 
tions have been complied with, and 
not until then, cun Mr. Kligmun ex- 


ercise the permit and sell gasoline at 
456 Watertown .street. 

Alderman Smith was the only dis- 
senter on the report of the Licenses 
Committee which recommended the 
granting of the permit to Kligman. 
He did not favor the permit because 
Kligman’s house stands close to the 
street line and Smith thinks it causes 
a menace to traffic with cars enter- 
ing and leaving the station. He raised 
a charter objection so that the matter 
could be held over for 2 weeks to al- 
low all the Aldermen to visit the lo- 
cus and view conditions. President 
Collins ruled Smith’s charter objec- 
tion out of order as this matter had 
been discussed at a previous meeting. 
Smith then moved that the matter be 
referred hack to the committee. Al- 
dermen Hawkins and Holden object- 
ed. They argued that tlds matter has 
been before the Board for a long time 
and the conditions are thoroughly 
known. Alderman Temperley called 
attention to the fact that the principal 
objector to Kligman’s former peti- 
tions. the Newtonville Improvement 
Association, does not now object. 
Smith’s motion to refer back was de- 
feated and then tlie Board voted to 
grant the permit. So, if Kligman 
meets the conditions imposed, he can 
finally start to sell gasoline.

Committee it was voted to grant, 
the request of the Newton Up- 
per Falls Improvement Associa- 
tion and have the portable school at 
the Emerson School grounds moved In 
order to allow more playing space on 
the grounds Tlu* portable Is not in 
use. i\ was voted to give a six weeks 
leave of absence without pay to John 
Cosgrove.

Secretary Kellar stated that he | 
has supposed this school has been suf- 
ficiently supplied and that he would see , 
it will be. He stated that the toilets 
in some of the schools should have 
ventilating fans, but several requests . 
made in past years to the Public 
Building Department for such fans had 
always been turned down as unneces- 
sary. It was voted to install one such 
fan. at the expense of the School De- 
partment. and if this proves effective, 
a request for others will be made. 

The request of the Wilbur Improve- ► 
ment Association for a new school 
near Waltham and Crafts streets. 
West Newton was disapproved by the 
sub-committee on new schools. Mr. 
Church of this committee remarked 
that additional transportation facili- 
ties should be furnished for some of 
the younger pupils front the section in 
question. He added that there are 
ample seating facilities in the existing 
schools at West Newton. 

Mrs. Cornell advocated that a 
charge be levied on organizations us- 
ing school buildings to defray the cost 
of heating and lighting. She said the 
School Department is being criticised 
for alleged extravagance and consid- 
erable expense is caused by the use 
of buildings nights by outside organ- 
izations. Chairman Tracy called at- 
tention to the ruling of the City Solic- 
itor that any attempt to charge for 
the use of the school buildings will 
bring complications. Mr. Amesbury 
suggested that the expenses entailed 
by use of school buildings for other 
than school purposes he segregated, 
rather than any attempt be made to 
charge for the buildings. He urged 
more use of the buildings for commu- 
nity purposes. He criticised the charge 
by janitors for their services at the 
schools nights when Boy Scouts hold 
meetings. He thinks the janitors 
should contribute their services to 
such a commendable activity. Secre- 
tary Kellar informed Mr. Amesbury 
that the janitors cannot he compelled 
to do extra work nights for Boy Scouts 
or any other non-school activities. The 
law will uphold them in such a refu- 
sal. H<=* called attention to the fact 
that the janitors must get to the build- 
ings in cold weather an hour before 
the meetings start and remain after 
the meetings are over. Mr. Church 
agreed with Mrs. Cornell thnt a charge

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TREE PLANTING 

At the recent meeting of the Newton Centre Improvement 
Association the question of the planting of trees alonp the 
streets was among the matters discussed. It was urged that 
these trees be planted on the edge of private property in the 
future instead of on the borders between the sidewalk and 
the street. The tarred surface of streets is said to restrict the 
growth of the trees to some extent. A growing practice in 
such plantings is to plant the trees in a shallow well. This 
method allows water to remain around the roots of the trees 
instead of running off into the gutters as under the present 
method. In cases wtfere it is impractical to plant trees upon 
the edge of private property it might be well to adopt some 
such method. 


MOTHER’S DAY

Birds of Newton 

Eleanor Mellen 


May First to Tenth 

The most fascinating and tantaliz- 
ing days of all the year for the bird 
student have arrived. According to 
the records of the Boston Society of 
Natural History, between the dates 
of May first and May tenth forty dif- 
ferent varieties of birds arrive here- 
abouts from the south. Slightly over 
three-quarters of them remain with 
us until autumn and the others leave 
for northern homes before the tenth 
of June. This number would of it- 
self make a fair-sized season’s list 
for many people. 

The seabirds included are the black- 
headed Laughing Gull, so named from 
its laughter-like calls, hundreds of 
which were about Cape Cod shores 
last week, and the Common and Rose- 
ate Terns. All these breed on our 
coast. The terns dive into the water 
for their food, are smaller birds, trim 
in outline and so fast in flight that 
they have been called “Sea Swal- 
lows.” Gulls are slower and less 
graceful in flight, larger, and take 
their food from the surface of the 
water. The gull that is seen every- 
where about our coast and often visits 
lakes miles inland. Crystal Lake 
among them, is the Herring Gull, a 
winter resident of less frequency dur- 
ing the summer. 

The birds of marshes and shore now 
due, are the Least Bittern (rare), 
the Least and Solitary Sandpipers, 
and the Black-bellied and Semi-palm- 
ated Plover. Of the balance of the 
list, all but one thrush and three 
warblers breed here and may easily 
become familiar t<> anyone seeking to 
know them. They are grouped below 
according to the place where they 
are mostly likely to be seen. 

In orchards and shade trees, and 
therefore about our houses, will be 
found the Kingbird. Baltimore Ori- 
ole. Rose-breasted Grosbeak. Red- 
eyed Vireo, Warbling Vireo, Yellow- 
throated Vireo. the Yellow Warbler, 
often called Wild Canary, and the 
Redstart, whose Cuban name means 
“little torch.” Thickets, and hence 
lawn shrubbery, attract the Black- 
hilled Cuckoo. Catbird, Yellow Warb- 
ler and House Wren. This wren en- 
joys wren houses also, as his name 
might imply. Other thicket-loving 
birds, who prefer woods and meadows 
to homelands, are the Whippoor- 
will, the White-eyed Vireo (rarei, and 
these warblers, Golden-winged. Nash- 
ville. Black-throated Blue. Chestnut- 
sided, Prairie, and Yellow-throat. 
The Wood Thrush and Veery (Wil- 
son’s Thrush), prefer that their thick- 
ets be in moist locations. 

Bobolinks choose grassy meadows, 
Short-hilled Marsh Wrens want wet 
meadows with tall grass, and Long- 
hilled Marsh Wrens select cat-tail 
swamps. The Black-throated Green 
Warbler builds in the tops of tall 
pines in the woods, but the Oven- 
bird, a warbler, makes his oven-like 
nest on the ground in any woodland. 
The Ruby - throated Hummingbird, 
which 1 h far more numerous than 
most people suppose, builds his tiny 
home near our own, in open country 
near flower-beds, especially where the 
flowers are red. 

The Olive-backed Thrush leaves 
us before June 10th until next full 
when it is a friendly visitor in our 
door-yards, and the brilliunt Mag* 
nolia Warbler depurts in about two 
weeks for northern woods. This bird 
is well worth seeking in his favorite 
haunts, blossoming apple trees. All 
or these, except the sea and shore 
species, und the few migrants, breed 
in Newton. 


HUNNEWELL HILL RESIDENTS 
GATHER AT CITY HALL 


(Continued from Page 1) 


He said the petitioners offer to give a 
deed of a strip of land 5 feet wide 
and 40 feet in depth to any committee 
named by the opponents of the peti- 
tion. On this strip a wall, fence, or 
similar barrier can be erected. Thus 
the objection made by the protestant 
at the former hearing will he met. 

Judge Thomas Weston, who repre- 
sented the remonstrants at the previ- 
ous hearing, again appeared to head 
the opposition. He told the Aldermen 
that 192 residents of Hunnewell Hill 
had signed a petition against the 
street extension. This number In- 
cludes every resident of the section 
except one. who is a close friend of 
the Whiting heirs. He argued that pro- 
perties which would be reduced in 
value if the street is extended, are 
assessed for $1,250,000. whereas the 
Whiting property affected is assessed 
for but $7000. He claimed that 30 years 
ago when Burton street. Brighton (ad- 
joining the Whiting property) was 
laid out. a Mr. Lynch purchased land 
there and later sold it to the Whiting 
heirs in 1928. By this transaction, 
egress is afforded over Hunnewell ave- 
nue on the Brighton side from the 
back land of the Whiting estate. He 
contended that the 5 foot barrier will 
not tie the hands of future Boards of 
Aldermen from voting to continue the 
street through it. and in all probability 
this would happen. 

He stated that the* late Edward 
Smilie had made a practical plan to 
develop the Whiting property by 
means of a street from Washington 
street paralleling Elmhurst road, but 
the petitioners do not want this plan 
because it would bring traffic near ’ 
their residence at 11 Washington j 
street. Mr. Weston also said that the | 
Whiting Heirs had stated that they 
intend to build a high fence to shut 
off the view of the houses which may 
be erected at the rear of their Wash- 
ington street residence. He read a 
letter from Rev. Laurens Mac Lure ob- 
jecting to the street extension. 

Others who spoke against the peti- 
tion were Charles Barba of Willard 
street. Sidney Smith of 124 Hunnewell 
avenue. ex-Alderman Howard North of 
Hunnewell avenue. Mrs. Mary Ken- 
drick of Hunnewell avenue and 
Arthur Hansen of Barnes road. They 
contended that the quiet of the sec- 
tion will be ended If Hunnewell ave- 
nue Is extended, that the safety of 
children there will he menaced and 
the many small side streets would 
create traffic hazards. John P. O'Hara 
of Hunnewell avenue referred to the 
alleged "Bum rendezvous" at the rear 
of the Whiting property and stated 
that he has not seen idle and disorder- 
ly gatherings there, as claimed. How- 
ard North commented that if the peti- 
tioners would erect a high fence on 
the easterly side of their property, 
similar to that erected on the other 
side, they could keep out alleged un- 
desirables. President Collins of the 
Aldermen asked those in the hull who 
opposed the petition to stand. About 
60 residents of the Hunnewell Hill sec- 
tion arose. Tlie petition was referred 
to the (Maims and Rules Committee.

One Point of View

The Judicinry Committee has be- 
fore it the matter of the franchise of 
(he Boston. Worcester New York 
Street Railway over which Gov. Ely 
and Lieut. Gov. Youngmnn have ex- 
pressed decided differences of opin- 
ion. The Governor wants legislation to 
| provide for the taking of franchise and 
I payment therefor. The Lieutenant 
i Governor declares the franchise is 
worthless. The latter by t lie way 
created a sensation when he sent a 
j special message to the Legislature, 
during tlie absence of Gov. Ely, set- 
ting forth his views. The oldest ob- 
server does not remember when a 
Lieutenant Governor, as Acting Gov- 
ernor. sent a message to tlie Legisla- 
ture on a matter in which he differed 
from the Governor. The messages of 
the two officials had created no end 
of discussion with the inevitable ref- 
erence to the political ambitions of 
both men. The Judiciary Commit- 
tee has a considerable task before it 
in its effort to straighten out the 
matter. 

Both branches have rejected a bill 
for a special commission to consider 
the advisability of the State proving 
home aid for war veterans and also 
the hill to exempt temporarily from 
taxation newly constructed single 
family dwellings. 

Roth branches are in accord on the 
hill to clarify the law relating to the 
voting rights of paupers. It started 
this year when the City Solicitor ot 
Lynn made a ruling, at the request of 
the Mayor of that city, to the effect 
that persons receiving aid from the 
city were paupers and therefore lost 
their right to vote. The question was 
put up to Attorney General Warner 
who said that the law was capable of J 
more than one interpretation. He in- ' 
i {mated that it was possible to rule 
that persons receiving temporary aid 
were not to be deprived of suffrage. 
But he also admitted there might be 
a basis for the ruling of the Lynn 
City Solicitor. The Attorney Gener- 
al concluded by recommending that 
the Legislature pass some form ot' 
legislation whereby it would be made 
clear that because an individual re- 
ceived temporary aid from a city or 
town he was not necessarily prevent- 
ed from voting. In consequence a bill 
was drafted and finally passed to be i 
engrossed by both branches. Inas- 
much as It is an important law the 
text of it is given herewith: 

"No person who actually supports 
himself and his family shall be deemed 
to be a pauper by reason of the com- 
mitment of his wife, child or other 
relative to a State hospital or in- 
stitution of charity, reform or cor - 1 
rection by order of a court or magis- 
trate. or of his inability to maintain 
such person thereiq: or. who. to the 
best of his ability, has attempted to 
provide for himself and his depend- , 
ents and has not been a mendicant, 
and who. through no crime or misde- i 
meanor of his own has come into 
grievous need and receives aid or 
assistance given temporarily, or par- 
tial support continuously, to him or j 
his family, or who receives assistance 
under the General Laws.” ^ 

It is seldom that Speaker Salton- ' 
stall takes the floor. He is not in- 1 
dined to spectacular methods. Ap- 
parently. he felt it necessary to argue 
for the temporary rejection at least 
of a resolve to provide for a study 
of the advisability of establishing a 
veterans' home and farm bureau to 
enable the State to finance the pur- 
chase for war veterans of farms and 
homes. The Speaker said he was a 
veteran and did not believe the ma - , 
jority of veterans were in favor of 
committing the Commonwealth to 
such a policy. He further declared 
that it would be putting the State 
into the real estate business. His 
arguments were convincing to a large 
majority of his colleagues and by roll- 
call. 130 to 80, the measure was re- 
ferred to the next annual session. 
Representatives Baker. Luitwieler 
and Thompson voted with the Speak- 
er. 

The House ot' Representatives has I 
suffered the loss of eight members 
since the beginning of the 1931-32 
session. The death this week of Rep- 
resentative Daniel J. Coakley of Chi- 
copee. who was serving his fourth 
two-year term, was a distinct loss to 
the lower branch membership. He was 
an experienced legislator, having 
been Mayor of his home city for five 
years, and possessed many friends. 
Evidence of his popularity was the, 
fact that he always received both 
Democratic and Republican nomina- 
tions from his district. 

A bill that went through the House 
and was killed in the Senate hut con- 
cerning which there was much inter- 
est would have required that hospi- 
tals be paid for care of patients in- 
jured in automobile accidents, the 
money to come from the insurance 
policies or bonds held by the victim. 
It was argued that in many cases 
hospitals give treatment to an acci- 
dent victim in emergencies, but fre- 
quently never receive any compensa- 
tion. However, the Senate felt that 
it would be upsetting the automobile 
law and also discriminating against I 
individual doctors, nurses, etc. Thus 
the bill was thrown out. 

There is much talk of prorogation. 
Under ordinary conditions it might be 
reached easily within two weeks, 
which would he about May 20. There 
is no great amount of work and few 
important measures which would 
seem to require a lot of time. The 
committees have lost a lot of time the 
past few weeks what with holidays, 
baseball games, etc. However, they 
cun accomplish a great deal once they 
apply themselves. It seems highly 
probable at this writing that final ad- 
journment will he accomplished .some- 
time this month.

A few weeks ago n man came Into 
our office to voice nn indignant pro- 
test. Ho stated that ho was one of 
12 unemployed men who had been 
sent to n golf club in this city to ob- 
tain work. These men had been get- 
ting paid at the rate of 60c per hour. 
When they arrived at the place where 
they were to work, they were in- 
formed that they would receive 35c 
per hour for actual time worked. Even 
though desperately in need, they in- 
dignantly refused to accept the work 
at the wage offered. They believed 
they were being imposed upon. The 
contractor who is building a State 
highway in a neighboring town is pay- 
ing the men working on this job only 
35c an hour. We have been informed 
that the Boston & Albany Railroad is 
paying some of its laborers but 30c 
per hour. We have also been in- 
formed that a large nursery in n near- 
by town is paying laborers even much 
lower wages. 

If the inexorable law of supply and 
demand is to be ruthlessly applied 
to wages of working men and women, 
if the distress of the unemployed is to 
he taken advantage of to the degree 
that the much vaunted American 
standard of living will he cast into the 
discard, then prosperity isn’t Just 
around the corner. It will have van- 
ished so far over tlie horizon that 
it will be a difficult task to overtake 
it again. 

It is only about a year ago that 
political and industrial leaders In this 
country, under the lead of President I 
Hoover, were insistent that the wage 
scale in this country must be main- 
tained: that more positions must be 
created to provide work for the un- 
employed. Then, the pendulum swung 
the other way, workers have been 
fired instead of hired: wages and sal- 
aries have been on the toboggan. All 
of which has decreased, instead of in- 
creased. the buying power of the peo- 
ple — and conditions have gone from 
bad to worse. 

Beginning in 1929 when the down- 
ward trend started, financiers, indus- 
trialists. experts in economics, mas- 
ters of business administration, doc- 
tors of statistics — and our near-states- 
men at Washington have been ex- 
plaining what caused the depression 
and how to end it. But. until lately, 
most of them regarded the slump as 
a transitory affair. Gradually some 
of the erudite leaders in political, 
financial and industrial life have 
awakened to the realization that the 
troubled times we have been endur- 
ing the past three years are not the 
result of a transitory condition which 
will correct itself. The world-wide 
depression is the result largely of the 
epochal change caused by the ma- 
chine age. Many millions of men and 
women have been thrown out of em- 
ployment because of the use of ma- 
chinery in practically every line of in- 
dustry; including agriculture which 
machines have made an industry. Ma- 
chines manufactured in this country, 
England, Germany and France have 
for years been shipped to East Euro- 
pean and Asiatic countries which 
now are competitors, rather than cus- 
tomers. 

The small business man has large- 
ly been eliminated by big business 
combines. Thus, hundreds of thou- 
sands of former prosperous citizens 
have been deprived of livelihoods. 
The chain store systems have in- 
vaded not only the food store field, 
but clothing, hardware, dry goods, in 
fact about all branches of business. 
Department stores in big cities have 
consolidated. Big banks in big cit- 
ies have gobbled up smaller hanks 
in little cities. Public utilities 
throughout the country have been 
sucked in by the tentacles of huge 
corporations. All of which has result- 
ed in the loss of positions to many 
thousands. 

What is going to be done to pro- 
vide the millions out of employment 
with incomes sufficient to obtain even 
the bare necessaries of life? It is 
against American principles to have 
a large percentage of our people re- 
duced to the status of paupers. Most 
of the persons out of employment are 
self-respecting and would strenuous- 
ly object to becoming permanently 
impoverished. What is to be done ' 
to correct the existing economic sit- 
uation? Certainly the earth still pos- 
sesses aud produces an ample suffici- 
ency ’of raw materials to meet the re- 1 
quirements of mankind. Science and 
invention have created infinitely bet- 
ter methods of converting raw ma- 
terials into the necessaries of life. 
In fact, improved methods of produc- ; 
tion are largely responsible for the 1 
world-wide depression. They have : 
glutted the market. Therefore, men j 
could and should live on a higher 
standard rather than revert to a low- j 
er one again, as suggested by some 
economists who argue that we have j 
been indulging* in too many luxuries. 1 
It is positive that some changes must 
be made to synchronize modern pro- 
duction methods with economic needs. 
A sufficiently equitable distribution of 
wealth must he devised to end the 
present intolerable situation: even if 
radical changes must be made. It has 
been necessary in the past to muke 
radical changes, not only to advance 
civilization, but to save it.

bers of the present Board of Aider- 
men were then members of the Al- 
dermen.

Calling Policemen Names 

No doubt it is necessary to begin 
somewhere if we hope to improve our 
daily speech. For that reason I re- 
joice to find that in Evanston. Illinois, 
there has been started a movement to 
treat with more respect, in words at 
least, the members of the police de- 
partment. According to dispatches, 
citizens are urged to refrain from the 
use of such appellations as “Flatfeet.” 
“Cops" and "Bulls.” Just what the 
process of refinement is expected to 
produce 1 cannot learn, but it will 
probably be "p’licemen.” the common 
way of saying "policeman.” Whatever 
the word, it will mean a start in the 
right direction. 

It appears that the plan of the 
Evanston purists includes a belief that 
to give the officers a name that 1 h 
fitting, appropriate and pleasing will 
bring about a kindlier feeling in the 
hearts of the hluecoats. There, by the 
way. is an old-fashioned word for po- 
licemen which is probably too poetic 
for these days “Mister Officer" is to 
my mind a bit formal, although I have 
no doubt it pays when one is stopped 
for some violation of the motor ve- 
hicle laws. I believe, too. it is used 
by presiding justices and trial lawyers 
and their example, of course, is one 
that may well he followed at all times. 

Personally. I never have' thought 
much of "Cops”— I mean the word, 
you understand — or "flatfeet”. Plainly 
intended to disparage these and that 
atrocious product of gangdom "hulls.’’ 
have seemed coarse and not especially 
descriptive. You may retort that there 
is an anti-prohibition ditty, which 
starts off. "All policemen have big 
feet." hut big feet are not necessarily 
flat. Whatever your point of view. 1 
am sure you will agree that the aver- 
age police official is deserving of at 
least a name that is not contemptous 
or undignified. 

Before we dismiss the subject, did 
you know — I didn’t until this week 
iiow the word "cop" came about? It 
was way back in the 1840’s in New 
York. The Night Watch wore heavy 
leathern caps, with an extension rear- 
ward to keep off the rain. This un- 
usual headgear caused them to he 
called "Lentherheads." When, how- 
ever. the New York Legislature au- 
thorized the organization of Munici- 
pal Police, the officers abandoned their 
leather hats. I should have said that 
except for these lints their dress was 
that of other ordinary men. With the 
establishment of a police force to suc- 
ceed the "watch” the officers were 
given star-shaped copper shields or 
badges. Thereupon they were called 
“Star Police” or "Copper Police.” and 
eventunlly "Coppers” nnd then "Cops ’”

Once in a while it is good fun to 
assume the role of prophet I have 
no wish to got Into the habit of prog- 
nostication hut I would like to sav 
some things about tlie new City Hall. 
My venture is tliut the same eyes that 
have been rolling upward in disappro- 
val at the expenditures demanded by 
tills imposing structure, now rapidly 


nearing completion, will later on gaze 
in admiration. I speak only as a hum- 
ble pilgrim; no individual has whis- 
pered in my ear or attempted to lead 
me one way or the other. The impres- 
sions I submit were gathered by my- 
self and therein lies their only value. 
Not much. I’ll agree. 

Newton has had a city hall that 
might be called an architectural blot 
on the skyline. Such a description 
would be exalting it. however, and the 
true picture calls for harsh words. 
These I refrain from employing in 
■view of the fact that soon we are to 
see it empty and. I hope, swept from 
the earth. 

How interesting that our beloved 
burg should go in for contrasts. For 
generations ‘City Hall” has been a 
place that was never pointed out to 
visitors. If they discovered it them- 
selves they indulged in comment that 
was tinged with pity or contained un- 
adulterated derision. The most friend- 
ly stranger would add. for our comfort. 
“Too bad it isn’t on a back street.” 

Now what does the future hold? 
Juat this, the spectacle of Newton cit- 
izens leading their visitors to the junc- 
tion of Comomnwealth Avenue. Homer 
Street and Walnut Street to see "Our 
magnificent new City Hall.” Actually 
we’ve got a new sight to see and, 
mark my word, it will be an attrac- 
tion. For a while some people will 
mutter. "What a lot of money to spend 
at a time like this.” eventually it will 
be the pride of every taxpayer. I rea- 
lize fully that the citizens will not be 
unanimous until business picks up. but 
ihey’ll arrive at that state of ecstacy 
and satisfaction as sure as anything. 
I recall that the construction of the 
Commonwealth Avenue boulevard it- 
self was hailed as an etravagance. a 
burden on the taxpayers, etc. Well, it 
has justified itself hasn’t it? And the 
vision that created it was not in- 
spired by any advnnce tip of the com- 
ing prevalence of automobiles. 

Newton has taken a forward step in 
its plans for the city hall. Anything 
less would have been standing still. 
The great stretch of lawn that sur-

The building would not 
arouse so much enthusiasm if not or- 
namented by landscape gardeners and 
it is this very touch that sets it off. 

Suppose it has required imagination 
and money, haven’t we got something 
for the expenditure of both? And is- 
n’t Newton "stepping out." Sure, it 
is. and why shouldn’t it>?

For the past few years the cross- 
walk on Centre street, at the end of 
Hall street. Newton Corner, has been 
in a dangerous condition for pedes- 
trians. On the side nearer the bank 
building a double wave formed when 
ih«> concrete furrowed. More than one 
person has fallen nt this spot. If this 
condition is not corrected the City 
of Newton may have some damage 
suits to contest. 

One of the big problems of the day 
Is the control of automobile traffic. To 
protect human life, to safeguard traf- 
fic. to provide parking facilities — 
traffic laws and ordinances must ho 
enacted and created. And to he ef- 
fective these laws and ordinances 
must be enforced. The traffic ordin- 
ances of Newton are not being 
obeyed. “Stop" signs at the entrance 
to through streets are being Ignored. 
Automobiles are being operated the 
wrong direction on one-way streets 
Automobiles are being parked on New 
ton streets both in violation of State 
laws and local ordinances. Cars are 
being parked ull night on public 
streets without being properly lighted. 

The white lines which formerly de- 
fined parking spaces and cross-walks 
in the business sections have become 
obliterated and not been replaced. 
Even the tags which policemen are 
supposed to carry to place on curs 
parked contrary to the ordinances ap- 
pear to be non-available for distribu- 
tion. If this is part of the economy 
program it would seem to be far 
fetched economy which does not re- 
dound either to the safety or the con- 
venience of the public, or to a square 
deal for struggling business men who 
are losing some of their meagre trade 
because customers cannot find park- 
ing spaces.

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Two Burned To 
Death In Auto 
Crash in Brighton 

Newton Centre Couple Victims 
Of Tragic Accident 


Fred D. Pollard. Jr. of 105 Mor- 
ton street, Newton Centre, 40 years 
of age, and his wife, Frances Cl. Pol- 
lard, age 31, met horrible deathB 
about 1 o’clock Wednesday morning 
when the small coupe in which they 
were riding was struck by a larger 
sedan. Both cars were traveling at 
high rates of speed and the crash not 
only demolished the vehicles, but the 
gasoline tanks on the cars hurst in- 
to flames at once and Mr. Pollard and 
his wife were so burned that it was 
difficult to identify thbm. The sedan 
which collided with their car was 
operated by George Heuser, 22. of Ne- 
ponset avenue, Roslindale and was 
owned by his father. Thomas Mc- 
Caffrey, 21, of Areola street, Roxbury, 
who was riding in the car driven l>y 
Heuser, was also burned to death. The 
crash occurred opposite the entrance 
to Evergreen Cemetery, a short dis- 
tance below Lake street, on Common- 
wealth avenue, Brighton. 

Mr. Pollard and his wife had been 
visiting friends in Brookline and 
were returning to their home. Heu- 
ser and McCaffrey had been to a camp 
in Marlboro and were riding towards 
Boston. In the car with them were 
Agnes Collins, 18. of Bolton street. 
South Boston and Josephine Carey, 
19, of Third street. South Boston. 
Heuser escaped with slight injuries; 
the Collins girl received a broken leg. 
severe burns and other injuries. The 
Carey woman received a broken leg. 
had her teeth knocked out. both she 
and Heuser also received burns. They 
were rescued from the flaming car by 
John Donovan of Harrington street. 
Newtonville and by Fred and Thomas 
Cassidy of Brighton. Donovan was 
driving along in his automobile some 
distance behind Pollard's car. In an 
endeavor to separate the jammed cars 
he repeatedly drove his automobile 
against the tangled wreckage. The 
Cassidy brothers ran to the wreck 
from their taxi-stand at Lake street. 
One of the men pulled an alarm 
which brought the Brighton fire ap- 
paratus, hut the flames blazed so 
fiercely for several minutes that the 
three unfortunate victims could not 
be extricated. A detail of Brighton 
police detoured traffic off the avenue 
from the scene of the tragedy. 

Pollard was a member of the law 
firm of Dallinger. Pollard & Richard- 
son of Boston. He was born at Proc- 
torsville, Vermont 40 years ago and 
was a second cousin of former Presi- 
dent Cooltdge. He graduated from 
Black River Academy at Ludlow. Ver- 
mont; from Dartjnouth College in

To Combat Wet 
Propaganda 

Federation of Temperance 
Forces Being Fo/med 


There is now being formed a Fed- 
eration of Allied Temperance Forces 
to further sane temperance education 
from a scientific, physiological, social 
and moral standpoint, and to cooper- 
ate in the enforcement of the Plight- 
eenth Amendment. This movement 
is to carry on its work in the New- 
tons, Watertown, Waltham, Belmont 
and Waverley, as Wet propaganda 
has been circulated in these districts. 
Many are being deluded by this con 
stant outpouring of misinformation 
and half truths, it is said. 

The organization meeting of the 
Norumbega Federation of Allied Tem- 
perance Forces will be held on Sun- 
day. May 22nd. at 3 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. at the Newton Y. M. C. A 
auditorium. Among the speakers will 
be Carlton Sherwood. Mrs. Rose Bull. 
Hon. Edwin O. Childs. E. P. Gates, 
and probably Dr. Richard C. Cabot, a 
prominent physician and professor of 
Social Ethics at Harvard. 

Officers and leaders of the W. C. T. 
U.. Norumbega Christian Endeavor 
Union. Y. M. C. A.. Prohibition Loyal- 
ty League. Y. P. B.’s, Norumbega 
Council of Religious Education, Men’s 
Clubs, Women’s Clubs, and other or- 
ganizations will be present. 

In a notice sent out by the Norum- 
bega Federation of Allied Temper- 
ance Forces, the following was print- 
ed: “All the friends of Prohibition 
must be more active in combating 
Wet propaganda by presenting facts 
to ‘those on the fence.’ To do this 
we must further sane temperance ed- 
ucation from a scientific, physiologi- 
cal. social and moral standpoint. Al- 
coholized brains and actions have no 
place in an inventive, mechanical and 
scientifically progressive age. W 
must work together for social and 
moral progress if this world is to be 
made a healthier and better place 
for future generations. The only ob- 
vious way to this is through the en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment No other way will do it. We 
are aware that the enforcement of 
this amendment is not all that it 
could or should he. The Wet inter 
ests and the Wet organizations are 
doing all they can to block its prog 
ress. However, this is no time to give 
up the boat! A leaking boat is far bet- 
ter than no boat. Sane instructive 
temperance education will in time 
plug up tlie leaks. Social progress de- 
mands it. But this will take time and 
will not occur over night. It means a 
hard fight for the right.

Aldermen Vote Against Changing 
Hammond Pond Parkway Route 
At Special Meeting on Monday 

Meeting Called by Mayor To Ask Legislature To Amend Act Authoriz- 
ing Present Extension Plan Carrying Parkway to Beacon Street 


A special meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was hold on Mon- 
day night for the purpose of asking 
the Legislature to pass legislation 
t hut would amend Chapter 358, Acts of 
1929 which authorized the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission to lay out 
and construct a continuation of the 
West Roxbury Parkway from Brook- 
line through Hammond Woods, skirt- 
ing Hammond Pond near its westerly 
shore to a point about 600 feet north 
of the pond; thence through land for- 
merly owned by Edwin S. Webster 
and others to Beacon street, about op- 
posite Hobart road. Subsequently 
money was appropriated by the Legis- 
lature for the construction of tills 
roadway and work on it was supposed 
to start this Spring. 

Several weeks ago a group of Chest- 
nut Hill residents living on or near 
Hammond street petitioned Mayor 
Weeks to have the route of the park- 
way changed so that it would follow 
approximately a route which had been 
proposed several years ago as an al- 
ternative route for this parkway in- 
stead of that originally proposed and 
accepted. This alternative route would 
keep tlie parkway away from Ham- 
mond’s Pond, would carry it about 
800 feet westerly of the accepted plan, 
bring it down Glen avenue, through 
the underpass at the Boston & Albany 
railroad and bring it out to Beacon 
street by Glen avenue. The petition- 
ers contended that if tlie parkway is 
constructed along the planned route 
it will destroy the scenic beauty of 
Hammond's Pond and woods and they 
believe the noise of traffic on the pro- 
posed parkway would lie objectionable 
if not removed further from their 
estates. Tlie special meeting held on 
Monday night was for the purpose of 
having the Aldermen vote to ask the 
Legislature to amend tlie Acts of 1929 
so that bids could be obtained on the 
route to Glen avenue desired by the 
Chestnut Hill group. 

The Aldermen met informally as a 
committee of the whole in the large 
committee room at City Hall. Also 
present were City Solicitor Bartlett, 
the Planning Board of tlie City of New- 
ton. City Engineer Morse and Otis D. 
Fellows. Jr., planning engineer of the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 
President Collins of the Aldermen an- 


nounced that the meeting would he 
open and press representatives were 
given the opportunity to listen to the 
discussion. He called on City Solicitor 
Bartlett to explain the purpose of the 
meeting. Mr. Bartlett stated that tlie 
Chestnut Hill petitioners desire the 
parkway kept away from tlie shore of 
Hammond’s Pond. and that Mayor 
Weeks wished the Aldermen to seek 
legislation which would allow the 
Metropolitan District Commission to 
advertise for new bids on an alter- 
nate route which would carry the 
parkway about 800 feet away from 
Hammond’s Pond, but yet emerge? it 
near Hobart road on Beacon street. 
This deviation from the Glen avenue 
route was agreed to by Mayor Weeks 
upon Alderman Pratt's insistency. 
The Mayor also would ask ill tin* 
changed plan to have the Legislature 
authorize the expenditure of any bal- 
ance from the original appropriation 
of $415,000 to widen Chesley road and 
Willow street, Newton Centre and 
build an approach to it for a connect- 
ing link of the West Roxbury traffic 
route between Beacon street and Cen- 
tre street: with the proviso that this 
balance might also be used with the 
connecting link to be routed between 
Beacon street and Commonwealth 
avenue, near Hobart road, should a 
study prove this to bp preferable. 
This balance might lie expended with- 
in the next 3 years. Mr. Bartlett stat- 
ed that if it is attempted to route the 
traffic highway through Glen avenue, 
controversy will ensue and no legisla- 
tion would lie obtained. 

Mr. Bartlett explained that he. City 
Engineer Morse and Mr. Harvey, as- 
sistant to Mr. Morse, had planned a 
route along Glen avenue, but the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission refused 
to consider this proposition as Glen 
avenue would he merely a traffic route 
and not a parkway. 

Alderman Holden stated that he had 
attended the hearings held recently 
by the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion on the change of route as pro- 
posed by the Chestnut Hill group, and 
last week with Commissioner Kenis- 
ton and others ha* walked over this 
route. It was found that 8 per cent 
grades would be encountered, as well 
as sharp curves, therefore the com- 
mission would not agree to route the 
parkway in that direction. 


Alderman Collins requested the 
Chairman of the Planning Board to 
express his views. Mr. Albert M. Lyon, 
the Chairman, said that the Board had 
been informed by rhe engineer of the 
Metropolitan District Commission re- 
garding the accepted route which has 
long been proposed and also the alter- 
nate route towards Glen avenue. The 
latter route in addition to its 8 per 
cent grades and curves, would cost 
$120,000 more than the accepted route. 
Also. City Engineer Morse had inform- 
ed the Planning Board that Route 1. 
the accepted route, is shorter, has the 
better grades and is less expensive to 
build. Asked by Alderman Collins if 
the route along tlie shore of Ham- 
mond’s Pond is objectionable. Mr. 
Lyon replied “Not from a public point 
of view. Tlie time has passed when 
private citizens can monopolize a 
large area of public owned land for 
private benefit. There is no good rea 
son for making the change.” 

in answer t<> questions by Mr. ColJ 
lins. Engineer Fellows of the Metro- 
politan District Commission stated 
that on the accepted route the grades 
are easy, there are no bad curves and 
the proposed alternate route is not 
desirable. Mr. Collins asked Mr. Fel- 
lows if. in his opinion, the Legislature 
would agree to tlie Legislation which 
Mayor Weeks wanted the Aldermen 
to seek? He received a negative ans- 
wer. Alderman Floyd inquired if the 
Metropolitan District Commission had 
surveyed other routes than Route 1. 
tlie accepted plan. He was informed by 
Mr. Rartlett that several other routes, 
including that along Glen avenue, 
sought by the Chestnut Hill group, had 
been surveyed, and Route 1 was select- 
ed as the best. Mr. Floyd then com- 
mented that the Commission certainly 
had gone over this problem thorough- 
ly. 

Alderman Pratt said that there is 
no good reason why the parkway 
should not ho built along Route 1 as 
planned. Mr. Pratt said: 

“Hammond’s Pend, known locally 
as the Ice Pond, is a State pond, and 
belongs to the people, the same as 
Crystal Lake. To change the route to 
satisfy a few owners located more 
than a third of a mile away by actual 
measurement, is not the right thing 
for us to do. The majority of owners

Protests Against 
Dance Hall At

Rev. Albert J. Coleman of 10 Phil- 
lips street. Auburndale has written a 
letter to the Newton Board of Aider- 
men asking that a refusal he given 
to the Norumbega Park Company to 
conduct a dance hall at the park.

His let- 
ter reads : 

“I am addressing an open letter 
to your honorable hoard to ask your 
aid to stop a serious menace to pri- 
vate morals and a direct nuisance to 
the people who live in the vicinity of 
Norumbega Park. I am asking you 
not to vote for the continuance of 
the dance hall now operated at Nor 
umbega Park. I know from personal 
observation, especially after the danc- 
ing. that the conduct of many of the 
dancers is not only a disgrace to pri- 
vate and public morals hut that the 
attendant noise is a poisonous nui- 
sance to decent people who need their 
sleep. It is a common thing to find 
empty whiskey bottles on my lawn 
after these nightly carousals. Have 
we taxpayers and decent citizens of 
Newton no rights in the matter? How 
would the members of your honor- 
able board feel if each was a sub- 
ject to this form of persecution? I 
am asking that each one of you act 
as if he personally were tlie subject 
of this invasion of his rights. Cut 
tlie tiling right out from our beloved 
city! Refuse to grant the petition 
asked for by tlie Norumbega Park 
Company and do tlie honorable tiling 
for the safety and morals of tlie peo- 
ple of Newton as well as for those 
outsiders who use us for their own 
selfish interest.’’

They 
pounced on Pellegrini and took him 
into custody. He refused to talk and 
later he was bailed in $4000 bonds 
which were furnished by Amedeo Di 
Carlo of 32 Beecher place.

NEW TRADE SCHOOL 
ATHLETIC SITUATION 
NOT YET DISCUSSED 

It would seem rather premature 
thnt any announcement should be 
made regarding the athletic situation 
at the new Newton Trade School. A 
few weeks ago the Newton School 
Committee voted to sepnrate the pres- 
ent Vocation School course from the 
High School curriculum and form a 
distinct system to he designated the 
Newton Trnde School. 

This week Metropolitan press no- 
tices carried the announcement thnt 
John L. Sullivan, former head coacli 
of football and baseball at the New- 
ton High School, would receive the 
appointment as head conch of all ath- 
letics at the Trade School. Mr. Sul- 
livan Is head of the drafting depart- 
ment and a teacher in the present 
Vocational School. 

Facts In the matter show thnt the 
School Committee, under whose au- 
thority such an appointment would 
be made, has not yet considered the 
athletic situation which will undoubt- 
edly be created. Other rumors re- 
garding the outside competition any 
such athletic teams would meet aro 
also entirely without foundation it 
can readily be shown through the 
fact that there are less than 200 
students, all boys, in the Vocational 
School and the Trade School enroll- 
ment is not expected to be increased 
materially because of the separation 
of the two systems. 

Undoubtedly if the School Com- 
mittee authorizes the new Trade 
School to maintain its own athletic 
program Mr. Sullivan will be con- 
sidered for the position as coach, as 
with little question he has had more 
athletic experience both as player and 
coach than any other member of the 
Trade School faculty. It is expected 
that the Trade School athletic situa- 
tion will be discussed somewhat at 
the next meeting of the School Com- 
mittee.

After spotting Rindge Tech to a 
two-run lead in the second inning New- 
ton came back with a seven-run rally 
against Mahoney to drive him from 
the box.

The honors in the meet which were 
won last year by Newton High, were 
divided between Everett and Lawrence 
High with 25 points each. Newton to- 
talled 20 poltitsMo lead Fairhaven. 17, 
Brookline 16, Lowell IS 1 ,** and other 
schools with fewer points. 

Although a heavy drizzle fell most 
of the afternoon there were excellent 
times turned in and two new records 
established. Roberts of Lawrence set 
a new record of 10 1/5 seconds in his 
trial heat of the 100-yard dash which 
was later equalled by Ado Conunitto of 
Everett in winning the final. In the 
final Roberts was second and Douglas 
Sloane of Newton was third. Sloane 
was about a yard behind Committo at 
the tape. 

Newton failed to place anyone in 
the finals of the 220-yard dash which 
was won by Battles of Lowell. 

The 120-yard high hurdles was 
real battle between John Donovan of 
Lawrence and Captain Stanley John- 
son of Newton. Johnson pushed the 
Lawrence flier to the limit. Johnson 
led his rival over the first three barri- 
ers but tipped the fourth which gave 
Donovan the opportunity to pull up 
fast and win by a less than a yard In 
16 3/6 seconds. In the 220-yard hur- 
dle final Donovan and Johnson staged 
another race, speeding along for over 
150 yards on about even terms. In 
the last 50 yards Donovan pulled away 
to win by about 4 yards in 25 4/5 
seconds for a new record for the 
event. Elliot Bradley of Newton took 
third. 

Frank Tuscher of Newton placed 
fourth in the 440-yard run to «keep 
Newton in the race for honors. New- 
ton placed no one in the half-mile run. 
Both the half and the quarter were 
won by the Everett star. Don McKee. 

The mile run was the best race of 
the day. Not because it was won by 
Tommy Fitzgerald of Newton but be- 
cause It was one of the most stubborn 
distance duels ever put on In school- 
boy racing. Fitz went out from the 
gun to take a lead but before the end 
of the first lap Shugrue of Lowell 
snatched the lead away. From then 
on first one and then the other of this 
pair took turns at taking the lend. 
Six times the lead shifted until, going 
into the gun lap Fitz led his rival by 
about a yard. Coming down the home 
stretch Shugrue drew up on even 
terms with the Newton miler and they 
battled shoulder to shoulder for near- 
ly 300 yards. A few yards from the 
tape Fitz gave a lift to win by about 
a yard.

Rotary Club 

Mr. Charles F. Woodhouse. a resi- 
dent of India for many years and now’ 
connected with the Sampson, Murdock 
Company of Boston, gave a most inter- 
esting and entertaining talk on India 
at. the weekly meeting of the Rotary 
Club. May 9. He outlined in vivid 
fashion the various migrations to In- 
dia and the conquests which have 
produced a most heterogeneous popu- 
lation. now three times the number 
of the people In the United States. It 
Is a land of extreme contrasts where 
the most modern and most primitive 
things exist side by side. Thus the 
use of the radio In dispatching trains 
exists alongside of the primitive ox 
cart. There are so many different dia- 
lects that Gandhi can reach but 
twenty-five per cent of the people by 
use of the native tongue and so he 
resorts to the use of English to reach 
a larger number. 

Mahatma Gandhi, the speaker de- 
clared to be a great and sincere lead- 
er and a very lovable man though 
most Inconsistent in his denunciation 
of modern inventions. These he uses 
himself when he has to, as witness 
his auto trips across the country in 
the interest of the cause of national 
independence. His dress, or rather the 
lack of it. Mr. Woodhouse character- 
ized as a pose, a visible reminder to 
the world of India’s poverty. 

Whatever one may say against Brit- 
ish rule, the fact remains that much 
has been good. It is Britain that has 
made India nationally conscious which 
has led to the present revolt. It was a 
great shock to Britain when the native 
princes “turned red" at the recent 
London conference. 

Most astonishing is the immense 
capacity of the Indians to suffer, of 
which the speaker gave many person- 
al anecdotes. This ability to suffer is 
hack of their non-cooperative move- 
ment and it is a mighty weapon. The 
British are helpless in the face of it. 

Many other aspects of Indian life 
such as the caste system, the enor- 
mous percentage of illiteracy, rainfall 
and famine, the great Aryan literature 
which antedated the Greek and pro- 
foundly influenced it. these and many 
other things Mr. Woodhouse referred 
to in this most illuminating talk. 

Preceding this talk Mr. C. H. Cap- 
ron. of Newton Centre, spoke on the 
Illuminated Water Pageant to be 
given at Crystal Lake. Newton High- 
lands. on the evenings of June 3 and 
4 under the auspices of the Civics Art 
Association, which promises to be a 
worthy successor of the Tercentenary 
Pageant of 1930.

district is built up with residences. 
Let the plans go ahead as planned, 
then make a proper study of the ex- 
tension of the Parkway. 

“No action should be taken at this 
time on spending a supposed surplus, 
as the construction might be greater 
than appears at the present time. Let 
them finish the road this year to Bea- 
con street, and we shall have until 
June 1933 to decide where the surplus, 
if any, should be spent. No action 
should be taken until proper maps and 
study has been made as to the land 
damages of adjoining property, and 
the possible collection of betterments 
on the adjoining property of any ex- 
tension that is to be made. Should 
this extension be made into a business 
district, a betterment should be paid 
by the adjoining property-owners. 

“Before action is taken, proper 
study should be made of the traffic 
conditions, where the increased traffic 
will have to be controlled by lights. 
Also, study should be made of the 
damage to property in the extension 
of the route, which would be necessi- 
tated by the increased traffic. 

“I ask you, gentlemen, that no ac- 
tion be taken until a public hearing 
has been held upon this prc^osed 
change, as it is unfair to the citizens 
of Newton Centre, and any action 
taken at this time would probably 
jeopardize the whole appropriation.” 

Alderman Smith said “Do the sign- 
ers of the petition think that w’e 
(the Aldermen) or the State should 
spend $90,000 to satisfy the whim of 
a few persons? To do such a thing 
in this day and under existing condi- 
tions would cause us to be severely 
criticised.” Alderman Grebenstein of- 
fered the suggestion that the Chest- 
nut Hill petitioners might be fear- 
some that the ledge in Hammond’s 
Woods might act as a sounding board 
and hurl the noise of traffic across 
the intervening terrain to disturb the 
Hammond streeters. He was informed 
that the trees in the woods would 
prevent such abnormal atmospheric 
acoustics. Alderman Chase in- 
quired if Mr. Webster’s name is in- 
cluded among those who petition for 
the change of route.

for the parkway, and the Hammond 
Woods reservation, including some of 
the grounds which were part of his 
estate. He added that Mr. Lowell 
did not donate land. He was paid 
for the land taken from him at its 
cost price. Mr. Kellaway added that 
the change asked for is most unpub- 
lic in spirit. No parkway should have 
steep grades and curves. He predict- 
ed that within a comparatively few' 
years the large estates of those in 
Chestnut Hill who want the parkw’ay 
kept far away, will be sub-divided 
and that there will be plenty of land 
and trees to screen these estates 
from the traffic on the route as plan 
ned. He told the Aldermen that resi- 
dents of Chestnut Hill, other than the 
petitioners, are fearful that if the 
parkway route as accepted is inter- 
fered with, the whole project will be 
dropped and Hammond street in New- 
ton widened to the detriment of their 
properties. Mr. Bartlett answered 
that this could not be done as the 
appropriation for the parkway had al- 
ready been made. All the members 
of the Planning Board agreed with 
Mr. Lyon and Mr. Kellaway in oppos- 
ing the proposed change. Mr. Kella- 
way also told the Aldermen that the 
Metropolitan District Commission be- 
lieves that Route 1 is best from a 
scenic viewpoint. The other route 
would be toiling over the grades and 
far less attractive. 

City Engineer Morse stated that in 
his opinion the Commission would de- 
cide against the route wanted by the 
Chestnut Hill people because of the 
grades it would necessitate. He com- 
mented that assuming the parkway is 
built over the accepted route, those 
now objecting will realize that this is 
the best route and will thank the 
Aldermen for not changing it. Aider- 
man Holden said that while he be- 
lieves Mayor Weeks realizes that 
Route 1 is more level and would cost 
less money, he w'anted the chance 
for an alternate route bid to enable 
the Chestnut Hill people obtain the 
opportunity to ascertain this fact. City 
Solicitor Bartlett said that the May- 
first object was to give cogniz- 
ance to the petition of the Chestnut 
Hill citizens, his second desire was 
to obtain the use of the balance of 
the $415,000 appropriation. He com- 
mented that this balance may he ob- 
tained from next year’s Legislature. 

Alderman Temperley suggested that 
the matter follow the regular pro- 
cedure; that the Planning Board sub- 
mit its recommendation to the Leg- 
islation Committee of the Aldermen, 
and that this committee then report 
to the Board of Aldermen. This sug- 
gestion was followed. The Planning 
Board went on record as opposed to 
the change of route: the committee 
on Legislation reported “No action ad- 
visable” on the petition to change the 
route. The Board of Aldermen unani- 
mously accepted this report.

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Chamber of Commerce Holds 
Annual Meeting and Elects 
Officers — Mayor Speaks 

John P. Gallagher Is New President — C. P. Dennett, Finan- 
cier, and E. J. Frost, Merchant, Speak 


The Newton Chamber of Commerce 
held its annual meeting at the Brae 
Burn Club on Wednesday night. About 
76 were present. Following a dinner 
President William H. Rice opened the 
formal meeting and called on Ray- 
mond Helsleln to read the Treasur- 
er’s report. The report of the nominat- 
ing committee was presented by Ern- 
est Dow and the names of these se- 
lected as officers for the ensuing year 
are — President. James P. Gallagher; 
1st vice president and chairman of 
Civic Division. Roland F. Gammons; 
2nd vice president and chairman of 
Industrial Division, George J. Martin; 
,3rd vice president and chairman of 
Mercantile Division, Fred D. Bond; 
1th vice president and chairman of 
Building and Development. George A. 
Haynes: treasurer. Harold F. Young; 
directors. Frank L. Richardson. G. 
Wilbur Thompson, Thomas L. Good- 
win. Richard I. Dwyer, William H. 
Rice, Edwin O. Childs, Frederic I,. 
Driscoll. James R. Melcher. Andrew J. 
Ford. Joseph B. Davis, Harvey W. 
Schascbke. , 

Mr. Rice then turned the meeting 
over to President-Elect Gallagher who 
presented Mayor Weeks as the first 
speaker. The mayor spoke briefly In 
a humorous vein. Mr. Gallagher next 
introduced Charles P. Dennett, presi- 
dent of the Griffin Wheel Company, 
prominent as u financier uml well 
known us a talker on economic mat- 
ters. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Den- 
nett remarked that Chambers of Com- 
merce have unusual opportunities to 
function in the present times of dis- 
tress when we are faced with grave 
economic, financial and social prob- 
lems. He asserted that a minority of 
Congressmen at Washington, untrain- 
ed in financial matters lias been pro- 
posing socialistic measures, and busi- 
ness must organize to combat this 
trend. He characterized the existing 
depression as the worst in history 
and told of the efforts which are be- 
ing made through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and the Railroad 
Finance Corporation to assist in the 
crisis. Mr. Dennett said that five prob- 
lems must be solved to effect a cure 
for the present depression. The bud- 
get of the Federal Government must 
be balanced, the cost of government 
must be reduced, the vexatious ques- 
tion of international debts must be 
settled, there must be a proper distri- 
bution of taxation, railroads must be 
protected by control of truck traffic, 
the veteran’s racket mfiHt be curbed. 


Mr. Dennett stated that the United 
States Government spent the past 
year a billion and one-half dollars 
more than it received in revenues and 
the preceding year it appropriated a 
billion dollars more than it received 
in revenue. The total cost of govern- 
ment in this country laHt year was 
$14,000,000,000; this included Federal, 
State and municipal costs. The aver- 
age amount of taxes paid on a basis 
of each family of four persons was 
$464. In reality those who pay taxes 
were much more heavily burdened be- 
cause of tlie great number in this 
country who pay no taxes. The public 
debt of thi* country in 1932 Is $35,- 
000,000,000. Tile cost of conducting 
the Federal Government has increased 
during the past five years at the rate 
of $260,000,000 each year. In 1932 the 
cost of running the Federal Govern- 
ment was $4,451,000,000; prior to 1914 
the cost was not more than $1,000,000,- 
000 a year. Over 33 per cent of the 
cost the past year was expended on 
veterans. Three millions of people are 
on public payrolls. The increase in 
public employees has been largely 
unnecessary. He mentioned the grow- 
ing practice of having several mem- 
bers of families drawing salaries as 
public employees. 

Referring to what he termed the 
veteran racket. Mr. Dennett said that 
he stands "four square" for proper 
treatment and compensation of every 
disabled veteran whose disability was 
actually incurred during the war ser- 
vice. But. it is downright dishonesty 
to pay veterans for disabilities in- 
curred in years following the war. A 
quarter of the revenue of the country 
is going to veterans; 99 per cent of 
tlie people are paying this huge 
amount to 1 per cent of the popula- 
tion. He said that 337.000 veterans 
have been drawing disability allow- 
ances who never suffered during their 
war service and have received three 
billions of dollars. If the present pay- 
ments continue, by 1945 they will have 
equalled tlie total cost of the war it- 
self. 

Mr. Dennett asserted that every 
socialistic movement and every revo- 
lution lias been due to excessive taxa- 
tion and we have a long way on 

the road to socialism. He said it is 
time for prompt action and sound 
thinking. 

Mr. Dennett specified us examples 
of the socialistic trend tlie $200,000,- 
000 expended for the relief of farmers 
which saddled tlie government with

Mayor Opposes 
Means of Raising 
Funds by Veterans 

Spanish War Veterans Share 
Of Dedicatory Expenses 


Because of complaints received 
from many partH of the city within 
the past week, Mayor Sinclair Weeks 
of Newton, on Tuesday, issued a 
statement denying that the city is in 
any way sponsoring the snle of tick- 
ets for >i dance of the Spanish War 
Veterans. The Mayor declares he is 
opposed to this method of raising 
funds and points out that the benefits 
to be derived from the sale of tickets 
go principally to the commercial or- 
ganization which is selling the tickets 
rather than to the Spanish War Vet- 
erans, under whose auspices the dance 
has been arranged. 

"Many citizens have complained to 
me recently that they are being soli- 
cited by telephone and personal calls 
at their homes to purchase tickets 
for a dance to be held under the 
auspices of the United Spanish War 
Veterans. They have been given the 
impression, purposely or otherwise, 
that the proceeds are to he used for 
soldiers’ relief, for the construction of 
the War Memorial Building, and other 
purposes, none of which are true. The 
facts of the matter are that a com- 
mercial organization was employed 
bv tlie United Spanish War Veterans, 
Camp No. 10. to raise $200., that or- 
ganization’s share of tlie entertain- 
ment expenses connected with tlie 
dedication of the new War Memorial 
Building. The American Legion, the 
G. A. R„ and others agreed to contri- 
bute their share from their treasuries, 
lint the United Spanish War Veterans 
decided to raise its share by conduct- 
ing a dance. All moneys in excess of 
$200., by arrangement with the com- 
mercial managers of the dance, will 
he retained by the ticket salesmen 
and their employers. I am not inter- 
ested in the fact that these ticket 
salesmen from outside of Newton may 
possibly earn several thousand dol 
lars for themselves while they are 
contributing $200 to the veterans, hut 
I do want it clearly understood that 
the City of Newton has no part in this 
arrangement and that no part of it 
is for the benefit of unemployed vet- 
erans. or to aid in the payment of our 
new City Hall and War Memorial 
Building.”

Oak Hill Residents 
Object To Gravel 
Pit At Hearing 

Speak Before Board Against 
Renewing License 


A laige delegation of Oak Hill res- 
idents attended the meeting of the 
Aldermen at City Hall on Monday 
night to protest agolnst the petition of 
George S. Wilbur for an extension of 
his pei nut to operate sand and gravel 
hoppers and other equipment for three 
more years at Wlawall road in that 
district. James P. Estv of 961 Ded- 
ham street favored the petition. He 
operates a vegetable farm adjoining 
the pit and said that if work at the 
pit is stopped now the area would re- 
main In unsightly condition. He told 
of Mr. Wilbur’s company having filled 
two swamps nearby with material 
from the pit and he asserted that a 
small pump on his farm makes as 
much noise in the neighborhood as 
does the machinery at the pit. Esty 
said he would not want Brookline St. 
to be closed to heavy trucking as it is 
the most direct route to Boston for 
his trucks. He also contended that 
the rough condition of Dedham and 
Brookline streets is responsible for the 
noise made by the big gravel trucks, 
Alderman Murray suggested to Esty 
that the trucks are responsible for 
the rough condition of these streets. 

Alderman Bowen and Bail ques- 
tioned Mr. Wilbur regarding alleged 
violations of the terms of his present 
permit*. It was contended that the 
permit restricts his excavating of gra 
vel to land owned hy him, hut lie bus 
extended the digging to land owned hy 
Mr. Esty and Mr. Wiswnll. He replied 
that he believes the restriction applies 
only to tlie operation of the screen 
ing machinery and that by levelling 
hills on the Esty property, lie has im- 
proved it. Concerning a large water 
hole, 2 acres in extent and some feet 
in depth ou his land. Wilbur explained 
that he had excavated this hole to fill 
a swamp and that in turn this depres- 
sion will lie filled. Answering ques- 
tions a limit tlie pit being operated dur- 
ing early morning hours and late at 
night. Wilbur said that these condi 
tions existed only during the summer. 
He stated that where the pit had gone 
below the grade set hy the City Engl 
neer. this condition is but temporary. 
Mr. Wilbur said that as the pit is a 
half mile from the nearest house, the 
noise of the machinery could not he a 
nuisance. Clement Estv of Dedham 
street said he has never been both- 
ered hy noise from the pit or trucks. 

Joseph Tomasello . ** Jamaica Plain, 
well known contractor, favored Wil- 
bur’s petition. He said he represent- 
ed a Mr. Sarazian who owns 34 acres 
of land adjoining. He admitted hav- 
ing stripped this large area of loam 
which hud been carried to Boston. 

Arnold Hartmann objected to the 
petition. He told of having made 
large improvements at Oak Hill, re- 
lying on the zoning ordinance to keep 
the section free from objectionable 
business activities such as the gravel 
pit. He believes the pit has depreci- 
ated the values of property at Oak 
Hill and he can’t sell land on Brook- 
line street because of the steady 
stream of dirty trucks passing by. He 
asserted the stripping of loam off the 
34 acres of land near Dedham street 
has left an eyesore and he asked the 
Aldermen to inspect the pit for them- 
selves. 

Attorney Janies P. Gallagher ap- 
peared for 31 persons who object to 
the gravel pit and the trucking. He 
read from a circular issued by the 
Highland Sand & Gravel Company, 
Mr. Wilbur’s concern, in connection 
with the sale of stock and stated that 
this circular gave the impression that 
operations at the gravel pit will be 
continued indefinitely. Dr. Franklin 
Balch of 333 Brookline street said 
that although the valuation of his 
property has been increased by the 
Newton Assessors, the operation of 
the pit has actually decreased the 
value. 

Mr. Gallagher told the Aldermen 
that Mrs. Nellie Smith. Superinten- 
dent of the Peabodv Home for Crip- 
pled Children at Oak Hill has inform- 
ed him that the constant procession 
of trucks near the home is an annoy- 
ance and detriment to the children. 
Mr. Wilbur resented this statement 
and replied that Mrs. Smith had in- 
formed him last year and the preced- 
ing year that the operation of his 
gravel pit did not cause any annoy- 
ance to the children. He said that 
many of the trucks using Dedham 
and Brookline streets do not come 
from his pit but from pits at Need- 
ham and other places. 

Janies Casy of Oak Hill street said 
the assessed valuation of his property 
lias been increased over 100% since 
927 and its value decreased by the pit. 
^ouis Smith of 325 Brookline street 
said that day after day big trucks 
went hy his house at the rate of one 
every 45 seconds Mr. Wilbur refu- 
ted this statement hy saying that only 
80 trucks a day left the pit and most 
of these went over Baker St. to West 
Roxbury. He asked the Aldermen to 
visit the pit. Henry Larkin of Dedham 
street said that operations at the pit 
began at 5 some mornings and on oc- 
casions the machinery had operated 
during all hours of tin* night. 11.' as-

Wheeler retires at the end of the 
current school year which marks the 
completion of eighteen years of faith- 
ful service as head of the Newton 
school system. 

Plans for the reception include a 
meeting in the assembly hall which 
will be presided over by George H 
Tracy, chairman of the School Com- 
mittee. Among the speakers will lie 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks. Ex-Mayor Ed- 
win O. Childs and Payson Smith, 
Commissioner of Education for the 
State. The invited guests include all 
the heads of the various departments 
of the city, members of the present 
Board of Aldermen, former mem 
hers of the School Committee, and 
heads of all educational organize 
tions in the city such as the Boy 
and Girl Scouts. Rotary and Kiwanis 
Clubs. Woman’s Clubs, Parochial and 
Private Schools, etc. 

Following the speaking program in 
the assembly hall there will he a re- 
ception in the gymnasium. The com- 
mittee in charge of the arrangements 
includes Elliot R. Church, chairman. 
Mrs. Katherine S. Cornell. F. Marsena 
Butts, and George Kellar. secretary, 
of the School Committee, and Miss 
Mabel C. Bragg. Mrs. Samuel Bra- 
man. Miss Julia Tobin. Miss C’alista 
Roy, Mrs. Ralph C. Henry, Miss Gladys 
Bigelow, Samuel Thurber. Elmer C. 
Ellsworth, Charles Mahoney, and War- 
ren K. Brimbleconi. 

Many changes have taken place in 
matters pertaining to the Newton 
Schools since Mr. Wheeler assumed 
his present position in September 
1914. Ten school buildings have been 
erected, seven new buildings and 
three replacing older and smaller 
buildings. The employees of the de- 
partment number 570, an Increase of 
234 over the 336 employed in 1914. 
The school enrollment has grown from 
8.117 to 12.122 and the school appro- 
priations have increased from about 
$380,000 to slightly more than $ 1 .- 
400.000. 

Junior high school units have been 
developed and completed so that in 
tlie Fall all 7th, 8th and 9th grades 
will he taken care of in separate 
junior high schools. With the com- 
pletion of u new senior high school 
unit the three high schools, classical, 
technical and vocational, were merged 
into one comprehensive high school 
known as the Newton High School. 
During the last fourteen years one 
of tlie most outstanding Health Edu- 
cation programs found in any part of 
tlie country has been developed in the 
Newton schools. Courses of study in 
all grades have been liberalized and 
constantly improved. 

Mr. Wheeler’s ideal has been an op- 
portunity for every child, regardless 
of home conditions and native ability. 
This Ideal has resulted in the provid- 
ing of special opportunities for those 
who could not profit by the tradition- 
al school organization. 

Along with the improvement from 
the viewpoint of advantage to the stu- 
dent has been developed a profession- 
ally minded teaching group with an 
unsurpassed morale and a genuine 
and unanimous loyalty.

Aldermen Reverse Vote On 
Hammond Parkway Route- Ask 
Legislature to Change Act 

Three Members of Board Support Views of Planning Board 
And Metropolitan Commission 


One was reminded of that famous 
ditty • Off Again. On Again. Finnegan" 
by the action of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night when they 
performed a complete about face on 
the matter of attempting to relocate 
the proposed Hammond’s Wood Park- 
way. This State Highway is a con- 
tinuation of the parkway which runs 
from West Roxbury across the south- 
erly part of the Town of Brookline 
and is to cross Boylston street near 
Holvhood Cemetery. A plan made 
some years ago bv the engineers of 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
routed the parkwav by the southwest- 
erly shore of Hammond's Pond, thence 
across private land to Beacon street 
at a point about opposite Hobart road. 
According to the old plan the parkway 
would t li**Ti continue along Hobart 
road to connect wljh Commonwealth 
avenue. 

As was printed in the GRAPHIC 
last week a petition was recently 
signed by a group of Chestnut Hill 
residents asking that the parkway be 
routed 800 feet westerly of the accept- 
ed plan and it was also proposed to 
have it reach Glen avenue and go 
under the railroad pass to Beacon 
street, thence by Chesley road and 
Willow street to Centre street. Acced- 
ing to the petition of the Chestnut 
Hill residents, led hy Judge James A. 
Lowell. Mavor Weeks called a special 
meeting of the Aldermen on Monday 
night. May 9th. for the purpose of 
authorizing him and City Solicitor 
Bartlett to seek legislation which 
would amend the Act of 1929 that de- 
fined the route of the parkway and 
appropriated $415,000 for its construc- 
tion. The Mayor also asked the Aider- 
men to authorize him and the City 
Solicitor to ask the Legislature to 
muke» provision to have an expected 
balance from the $415,000 appropria- 
tion used within the next 3 years for 
a continuation of the parkway from 
Beacon street to Commonwealth ave- 
nue bv Hobart road, or across Chesley 
road and private property. thence 
along Willow street to Centre street. 

Accordingly on Monday night. May 
9th. the aldermen met. and as a com- 
mittee of the whole held a conference 
with members of the Newton Planning 
Board. Engineer Fellows of the Metro- 
politan District Commission, City Soli- 
citor Bartlett and City Engineer 
Morse. Mr. Bartlett outlined the case 
for tlm Mayor. The members of the 


Planning Board, comprised of Albert 
M. Lyon. Maynard Hutchinson. Her- 
bert J. Kellaway. James Kingman and 
Dr. Edward Melius unanimously op- 
posed the change. So did Mr. Fellows 
of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion staff; also City Engineer Morse 
admitted that the accepted route is 
shorter, and more preferable. It was 
brought out that the proposed route 
would cost about $43,000 more; would 
have S per cent grades and curves; 
would go over a ledge and through 
less scenic area. Because of all this 
testimony and in view of the opposi- 
tion of the Planning Board, plus the 
fact that the Metropolitan District 
Commission is quite opposed to the 
change, the Aldermen at the special 
meeting voted unanimously against 
Mayor Week's request. 

Last Monday evening, previous to 
the regular meeting of the Board, the 
Mayor, together with Judge Lowell 
and James Lee of Boston conferred 
with the Aldermen. After hearings 
scheduled for the regular meeting had 
been held, a recess was called, and 
the Aldermen crawled into their shell 
in a committee room and discussed the 
situation of the parkway and about 
the parkway. When the matter was 
again brought before open meeting it 
became evident that nearly all the 
Aldermen who had apparently opposed 
the Mayor one week before were quite 
ready to defer to his wishes. 

Alderman Gordon started the re- 
verse movement by moving to recon- 
sider the vote of the special meeting: 
he explained his action by stating that 
he had received further information 
which caused him to change his views. 
He stated that he had no regrets for 
voting as he did at the special meet- 
ing because he had been impressed 
by the views of the Planning Board 
and the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission. But. after having listened to 
Judge Lowell and Mr. Lee. the rights 
of the city would be protected, said 
Mr. Gordon, by voting for the change 
of rout# 1 as requested by the Mayor. 
Alderman Floyd seconded Gordon’s 
motion. 

Alderman Temporley said that at 
the meeting on May 9th sixteen Aider- 
men had voted against the Mayor’s 
request after careful consideration. 
He argued that the Mayor had his re- 
presentative at that meeting, that the 
Planning Board had unanimously op-

Newton High, Class B champions 
in 19,31, placed third In the annual 
Harvard Interscholnstlc track meet 
Class B events last Saturday on the 
Stadium track with 17*4 points.

The 
orange nnd black points were scored 
by three members of the team. Cap- 
tain Stanley Johnson, Dougins Slonne 
and Frank Tuscher. The first two 
named captured individual titles 
while Tuscher tied for a first place 
in the 440-yard run. Johnson led the 
trio with eight points, a first in the 
broad jump and n third place in the 
120-yard low hurdles while Slonne, 
State indoor 60-ynrd champion, won 
the 100-yard outdoor honors by blaz- 
ing through in the finals to defeat 
the favorite. Ellsworth Roberts of 
Lawrence. Hod Roberts taken 
Sloane’s measure it would give the 
Essex County champions first place in 
the meet. The same would have hap- 
pened had Johnson finished second to 
Donovan, the Lawrence star, in the 
finals of the hurdles instend of Jack 
Hallahan of Boston English.

The 
final was a great race with Roberts 
and Sloane leading the field of six 
sprinters. Both got off to a fine start 
but in the last twenty yards of the 
race Sloane broke away to win by 
more than a yard in 10 1-5 seconds. 
This mark equalled the record set 
by Art Jannell of Lynn English in 
1930 but was not allowed because 
of a favoring wind. Incidentally 
Sloane’s victory kept unbroken New- 
ton’s string of victories in the cen- 
tury since the state meet was com- 
bined with the Harvard Interschol- 
astics four years ago. Bob Ewing 
was the first of the crop of star 
Newton sprinters to annex the state 
outdoor title in the Stadium classic 
in 1929. Walter Holmes followed the 
next two years and now Sloane suc- 
ceeds to the honors. As Sloane has 
another year of competition as a 
schoolboy it is possible that he may 
repeat in 1933. 

The quarter-mile run was the next 
Class B event staged. It was run 
off in two heats with the times of 
the first five runners in each heat 
being taken and places awarded on 
the basis of fastest times. Frank 
Tuscher was partially boxed on the 
curve at the 250-yard mark in the 
first heat but he finished strong on 
the straightaway to win the heat in 
52 4-5 seconds, nearly four yards 
ahead of the field. The second heat 
saw Joe Murphy of Medford and Vale 
Marvin of Boston English battling 
most of the way with the Medford 
lad finishing strong while Marvin 
faded. Murphy’s time equalled that 
of Tuscher and the pair divided first 
place. Pender of Lawrence edged 
Marvin for third place while Mar- 
vin’s time was fast enough to give 
him fourth over Howard of Medford, 
second to Tuscher in the first heat 
and Pollister of Lynn English, fourth 
in the second heat, who divided the 
fifth place point. 

The 220-yard dash trials carried 
two local runners into the semi-finals 
but neither qualified for the final 
which was captured by Larry Scan- 
lon. Boston English high star. Bill 
Cusamano of Newton was third in the 
first trial heat and Jimmy Cahill, in- 
door captain last winter, won the 
third trial heat. 

Tommy Fitzgerald. Newton miler. 
found the half-mile distance too short 
and he failed to finish in the point 
scoring. 

Captain Johnson was the only local 
youth to place In the field events. 
His leap of 21 ft. 1 in. was good 
enough to win by eight inches and to 
give him the state title in the event.

The election took place at the conclu- 
sion of B. U.’b last game of the sea- 
son at Nickerson Field last Saturday 
and was a unanimous selection. Wil- 
son. a junior, has played third base 
for the Terriers varsity team the past 
two seasons and as a freshman was a 
star ot the nine although midway of 
the year he received a leg Injury that 
incapacitated him for the balance of 
the season. 

Although never having played com- 
petitive hockey in high school Wilson 
took up the sport when he entered 
B. U. and has become one of the main- 
stays of the varsity sextet at B. U.

Allie Fletcher, star second base- 
man for Yale, at second, and Spencer 
deMille. former Wentworth Institute 
and Cape Cod league player, at first 
base. Wilson was switched to third 
base in 1929 by Coach John Sullivan 
to plug the gap left vacant by the 
graduation of Warren and he made 
good almost from the start. Possessed 
of a powerful throwing arm he learned 
the intricacies of play at the hot 


corner quickly. Although the 1929 in- 
field was often characterized as some- 
thing of a sieve Wilson, with his In- 
field mates, Duane at shortstop, Barry 
at second and Fletcher at first, more 
than made up for his share of de- 
fensive lapses by his terrific hitting. It 
will be remembered that Wilson. 
Fletcher, Phil Andres and the remain- 
der of the Newton team maintained 
a team batting average of well over 
.300 to annex the Suburban league title 
for the second year in a row. 

Wilson is a far more finished third 
baseman now than while at Newton 
and he is also regarded as one of the 
heaviest batters on the Terrier nine.

ALDERMEN FACE ABOUT ON 
PARKWAY ROUTE 


(Continued from Page 1) 

posed the change, the Legislation 
Committee of the Aldermen had re- 
ported against it and all sixteen mem- 
bers of the Board present at that 
meeting had voted against it. “The 
facts are the same” said Temperley. 
He continued by calling attention to 
the opinion expressed by the City 
Solicitor that it is doubtful if the 
Legislature will vote to expend the 
balance of the $415,000 as requested 
by the Mayor, and that it would be 
preferable to wait until next year to 
make this request. He reminded his 
colleagues that it had been brought 
out that the accepted route will open 
Hammond’s Pond to the public and 
that it would be for the greater bene- 
fit of the many, than the changed 
route as proposed. 

Alderman Pratt said that a week 
ago the Aldermen went on record 
against the change: so did the Plan 
nlng Board. The evidence produced 
tonight by Judge Lowell, Mr. Lee and 
the Mayor has not changed one par- 
ticle, other than that the proposed 
change of route would save one tree 
from being removed. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that the proposed 
route will cost $43,000 more, have 
worse grades and cover a longer dis- 
tance. He said it Is absurd to vote 
one way last week and another way to- 
night. He asserted that the purpose 
of the change is to obtain the balance 
of the $415,000 appropriation to con- 
tinue the State Highway across Ches- 
ley road and along Willow street, and 
if this is attempted so many Newton 
Centre residents will object, that the 
Legislature will throw the whole park- 
way project out. He asked City Engin- 
eer Morse what it would cost to ex- 
tend the parkway across Chesley road 
and along Willow street? The reply 
■was "about $100,000.” 

Alderman Floyd replied by saying 
that we are not deciding on any parti- 
cular route. We are acceding to a 
group of Chestnut. Hill people who 
wish to present their case to the Legis- 
lature. Then let the Legislature or 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
do as they see fit. 

Alderman Gallaeher took the floor 
to express the opinions of Alderman 
Murray who had to depart from the 
meeting earlier in the night. Gallagher 
said that the proposed circuitous 
route Is preferable- there is no more 
beautiful spot in Newton than the 
woods by the ledge over which the 
new route would take the parkway: 


lots of people go to the vicinity of the 
pond: we will be crazy to develop that 
little lake. Alderman Pratt asked Mr. 
Gallagher If the people of Chestnut 
Hill will want a bathing beach at the 
pond? The Ward 1 alderman reminded 
Mr. Pratt that he was only expressing 
Alderman Murray’s sentiments. 

Alderman Temperley raised a Char- 
ter Objection to any further action on 
the matter. President Collins ruled 
the objection out of order. Temperley 
appealed from the decision. The Board 
voted to uphold the decision. Aider- 
man Gordon introduced an order that 
the Mayor and City Solicitor be auth- 
orized to seek Legislation amending 
Chapter 358. Acts of 1929 so that the 
parkway will be carried 800 feet west 
of Hammond’s Pond along a route not 
specified, but to emerge on Beacon 
street near Hobart road: and that the 
balance remaining from the $415,000 
be used, within the next 3 years to 
extend the parkway either along the 
Hobart road route, or the Chesley 
road — Willow street route. Alderman 
Gordon’s motion further provided that 
such extension might be done in con- 
junction with appropriations to be 
made by the City of Newton. Then 
Gordon moved that the vote taken by 
the Aldermen at the special meeting 
be rescinded. Alderman Pratt called 
for a Yes and No vote. The aldermen 
who voted in favor of Gordon’s mo- 
tion were — BaU. Bowen. Chandler. Far- 
rell. Floyd. Gallagher. Gordon. Greb- 
enstein. Hawkins. Hill. Holden. Sproat 
and President Collins. The aldermen 
who voted against the motion were — 
Chase. Pratt and Temperley. 

Alderman Temperley then made an 
amendment to Gordon’s order ‘‘that 
no action Is necessary”. This amend- 
ment was defeated. Gordon then 
moved for the adoption of his order 
and was carried with only Aider- 
men Cha=e. Pratt and Temperley vot- 
ing in the negative.

A hearing was held yesterday at the 
State House before the Rules Commit- 
tee on the petition presented by Mayor 
Weeks seeking to have the Legisla- 
ture authorize alternate bids on the 
accepted route for the Hammond’s 
Wood Parkway and the new route 
asked for by Chestnut Hill residents. 
Leverett Saltonstall of Chestnut Hill, 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives presided at the hearing. City 
Solicitor Bartlett presented Mayor 
Week’s case. 

Among those who spoke in favor of 
the petition were Joseph Lee of Bos- 
ton, Dr. Augustus Thorndike. Jr., of 
517 Hammond street: Mr. Thompson 
of Chestnut Hill and Mr. Crosby of 
Lake avenue. Newton Highlands. The 
latter argued that the area about Ham- 
mond’s Pond should be preserved for 
the benefit of the Boy Scouts. 

Those who opposed the petition in- 
cluded Aiderman Nornmn Pratt, who 
spoke as a private citizen; Herbert 
Kellaway of the Newton Planning 
Board: Mr. Allen of Chestnut Hill and 
Engineer Fellows of the Metropolitan 
District Commission. The latter read 
a letter from Henry I. Harriman of 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
in opposition to the proposed change 
in the parkway route. On a showing 
of hands of those present, numbering 
about 25, the large majority opposed 
the route asked for by the Chestnut 
Hill group.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 


Overshadowing the very busy ses- 
sions of both Senate and House this 
week Iibh been the exchange of per- 
sonalities between Gov. Ely and Ex- 
Gov. Fuller. These were aroused In 
connection with Lieut. Gov. Young- 
man’s campaign to have the State re- 
voke the franchise of the Boston, 
Worcester & New York Street Rail- 
way and refuse payment of the dam- 
ages sought by the road. They have 
created so much excitement that peo- 
ple have almost lost track of proroga- 
tion which, however, on second 
thought, seems not so far away. The 
Governor’s urging a tax on tobacco, 
cigarettes, bottled beverages and 
amusements and his suggestion for a 
system of State financial hacking of 
municipalities which find themselves 
financially embarrassed are about the 
only obstacles, if such they may be 
called, that stand in the way of final 
adjournment. 

Meanwhile the committee have 
about cleared their dockets, with the 
exception of the Ways and Means 
Committees of the two branches. The 
Rules Committee of the House has 
turned down a lot of matters which 
were offered too late for admittance 
except under suspension of the rules. 
The Rules Committee realizes the nec- 
essity of preventing a large grist of 
bills clogging up tlie works in the 
final days. 

A visitor to the Senate this week 
was Ex-U. S. Senator William M. But- 
ler. It was his first visit to the cham- 
ber since he was President of the 
Senate thirty-eight years ago. He 
was warmly welcomed and made an 
address in which he congratulated 
the Senate In Its successful effort to 
shorten the sessions. 

One of the bills which has been 
passed along without any great 
amount of effective opposition is that 
to extend until 1936 the additional 
one-cent tax on gasoline. This was 
adopted a year ago and was to have 
terminated next year. It has made 
the tax on each gallon three cents 
in all. Although the two-cent tax 
has been established for good and all 
there is an understanding that the ad- 
ditional cent was only temporary and 
to aid cities and towns in welfare ap- 
propriations. If it runs until 1936 as 
the present legislation provides it may 
also become permanent. 

The city of Somerville is to have, 
unless the Governor vetoes the bill, 
non-partisan preliminary municipal 
elections. Both branches have passed 
this measure. The controversy over 
this is more than a local fight as it 
is favored by the Republicans who 
used to control Somerville and op- 
posed by Democrats who are now in 
the saddle. Further comment is un- 
necessary. 

One of those things which do not 
disturb Newton is the matter of “of- 
fensive odors emanating from indus- 
trial activities.” Such conditions ex- 
ist in Chelsea and Everett, according 
bill both branches have passed, 
and the State Department of Public 
Health has been ordered to make an 
Investigation. 

Newton has no direct interest in 
the East Boston tunnel but the bill 
for street widenings in Boston to pro- 
vide proper approaches in the vicinity 
of Haymarket Square has stirred up 
lot of arguments and has taken 
up the time of the two branches. 

Another subject of interest has been 
the bill to authorize the Boston Ele- 
vated to purchase the lines of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Street Rail- 
way in Chelsea and Revere. Anoth 
er of those transportation problems 
which never fail to provoke abund- 
ant debate which has been put off by 
referring it to the Public Utilities 
Commission for investigation. 

State Auditor Francis X. Hurley 
was not successful in his attempt to 
have a bill put through at this ses- 
sion extending the powers of the 
State Auditor. Mr. Hurley wanted 
more authority in the matter of initia- 
ting investigations of State Depart- 
ments. The Senate gave him such 
bill but limited it to the present and 
did not permit going back more than 
one year. The House, however, killed 
the measure. 

The Committee on Municipal Fin- 
ance has reported a bill which is now 
before the House Ways and Means 
Committee on the Governor’s recom- 
mendations regarding State aid for 
financially distressed cities and towns. 

The Judiciary Committee has re- 
ported a bill for revocation of the 
Boston, Worcester & New York Street 
Railway franchise and this appears 
to be acceptable to the Governor. 

City Solicitor Bartlett has filed, on 
petition of Mayor Weeks a bill based 
on the proposition to change the 
course of the Hammond Pond park- 
way. The bill provides that the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission shall 
decide whether the route will follow 
plan one, so-called or be constructed 
1100 feet distant from Hammond’s 
Pond. A second part of the proposed 
measure provides for the expenditure 
of the balance of the appropriation 
by the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion for the extension of the park- 
way in a northerly direction. Two 
Plans are suggested to be decided 
upon by the commission. One would 
extend the parkway from Beacon 
street northerly through private land 
to Willow street and thence to Cen- 
tre street. The other would extend it 
directly through private land and ex- 
isting thoroughfares to Common- 
wealth avenue. 


About Town

The temperature on Monday was 
93 degrees; which is quite hot for 
May 16. Tuesday’s papers which gave 
this information, also told of the fact 
that the expedition members who 
climbed Mount McKinley In Alaskn 
found a thermometer there which had 
registered as low as 95 degrees below 
zero. So. if you ean't stand the heat 
here, go to Mount McKinley. 


It had been estimated that the cost 
of resurfacing Washington street 
would be about $195,000. Because of 
the amount of surface to be covered 
and the types of surfacing to he used, 
including a 40 foot concrete roadway 
in the centre this bid seemed quito 
low. When the 36 bids on this project 
were opened It was found that the 
lowest bid was only $130,885. It was 
submitted by Sherry Construction 
Company of Fall River. The next low- 
est bid was $135,000. While the first 
reaction of taxpayers is apt to be one 
of satisfaction, past experience has 
proved that in some cases low bids 
bring results anything but desirable. 
During the past three' years with a 
vast surplus of labor some contract- 
ors on public works have bid low, and 
when awarded the contract have paid 
wages to their employees consider- 
ably Delow the prevailing rate. They 
have also hired trucks at such a low 
price that the owners of. these trucks 
overloaded them, or had them operat- 
ed at reckless speeds over public 
highways in order not to sustain 
losses. We hope neither of these con- 
ditions will obtain on the Washington 
street job.

Costly Indifference 

This is the time to caution careless 
smokers and campers against causing 
forest fires. The spectacle of a de- 
vasted woodland does not increase 
one’s enjoyment of an automobile 
ride, particularly when you know that 
an indifferent human being was re- 
sponsible for not only a great econ- 
omic loss but the destruction of bea’u- 
tiful trees. 

Possibly this would not stirred me 
so if I had not run across figures from 
the U. S. Forest service which show 
than In 1931 there was an increase of 
one-third over 1930 In forest fires 
caused by the carelessness of smokers 
und campers in the National forests. 
Taking up the causes directly we find 
that neglected or escaped campfires 
caused 37 per cent more fires in 1931 
than the year previous. Dropped 
matches and burning tobacco ignited 
the woods in 1.872 places, an increase 
of 31 per cent. 

The officials say that when the av- 
erage of the last five years Is taken 
into account, a comparative increase 
of 49 per cent in smokers’ fires is 
found. According to this same au- 
thority the number of visitors to the 
National forests has grown by man 
millions in recent years, hut the 
smokers’ fires have more than kept 
pace. 

Out of these and other alarming sta- 
tistics there comes one consolation. 
Improved rouds and Improved fire- 
fighting equipment have helped in part 
to offset fire carelessness. However, 
that is indeed an expensive method of 
combatting the indifferent smoker and 
certainly does not permit him to say 
‘‘Well, If I do start a fire it will bo put 
out all right.” Fires can get a head 
start and no matter how diligently 
firemen and residents work a lot of 
woodland can be burned over and 
ruined. 

It seems to me that all this shows

The Brothers Adam. 1792, Robert 
and James. • were architects rather 
than manufacturers. Their specific 
importance was to foster decoration 
in English architecture and furmt irf 

Robert Adam considered the leader 
of the brothers was influenced by his 
travels In Greece and Italy, in fact 
Robert’s style was much in accord 
with the Italian artist Piranesi whom 
he met in Italy. Vases and urns pre- 
dominated the brothers work: hexa- 
gon, octagon and oval panels enriched 
with acanthus, olive and honey- 
suckle ornament, arranged in units, 
repeated and in festoons. Supports 
arved with classic figures are often 
found on original pieces. 

Many motifs from the schools of 
Louis XVI were adopted, among these 
being the straight tapered leg. the ser 
pentino swell, festoons of drapery and 
pendant strings of bell flowers. 

The Adam brothers were more suc- 
cessful with larger pieces: tables, side- 
boards and sofas: legs almost always 
straight, usually square and tapered, 
with spade feet or round and tinted 
with ankle mouldings. 

Unlike most of the 18th century de- 
signers their style is not distinguished 
by any particular type, Is often con- 
fused with the work of Hepplewhito 
and Sheraton, who were really the Im- 
portant makers of Adam furniture. 

The greatest contribution of the 
Brothers Adam to the art of furnish- 
ing, was their iuslstance that the home 
particularly the room design, should 
ho harmonloua and in keeping. We 
may all tuke this thought much more 
seriously.

She explained why people 
should make them and what might 
happen if they neglected to do so. In 
order to make a will in Massachu- 
setts. a person must be 21 years of 
age and of sound mind. The will must 
be witnessed by three competent per- 
sons. 

In general a home made will is In- 
advisable though often it later pro- 
vides business for the legal profes- 
sion. By apt illustrations she made 
clear the necessity of using correct 
and exact wording in order to leave 
one’s property as one desires. She 
stressed the fact that a codicil Is a 
baby will which requires all the for- 
mality of a will itself in Its execu- 
tion and number of witnesses. 

She said that |ince 1902 the statu- 
tory provisions are much more liberal 
and fair to women, than prior to that 
time. They are still too general for 
protection without a will. Judge 
Schofield urged husbands especially 
to make a will, citing several instances 
where the widow* who had helped ac- 
quire the property through her thrift 
received too little for comfortable 
livelihood from her one-third share.

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School Committee Refuses 
To Endorse Plan To Keep 
Schools Open on Holidays 

Mr. Church’s Proposal Is Regarded As Unwise By Other 
Members of Committee 


At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night delegations 
were present from Newton Post, 
American Legion, and Newton Coun- 
cil, Knights of Columbus to object 
to the proposal of School Committee- 
man Elliott B. Church regarding the 
opening of Newton public schools on 
certain holidays. Mr. Church ex- 
plained that since the preceding meet- 
ing he had changed his intention of 
endeavoring to amend the rules of 
the Newton School Department so that 
the schools would be kept open on Co- 
lumbus Day, and he altered his mo- 
tion so that it would empower the 
School Committee to decide whether, 
or not, the schools would be kept open 
or closed on any holiday. 

James A. Waters, one of the delega- 
tion from the Knights of Columbus, 
which comprised also Walter J. Con- 
nor, Thomas M. Waters and Fran- 
cis Frazier, said that the members 
of this organization think nothing 
should be done to disparage the holi- 
day created to honor the discoverer 
of the Western World. He said the 
State laws specify that no public 
office shall be kept open on a legal 
holiday, and it would be illegal to 
keep the schools open. He argued 
that it would be unpatriotic to open 
the schools on a holiday: it would 
practically be saying that the accom- 
plishments of the men whom these 
days honor were of little import. He 
told the committee that if the New- 
ton schools are kept open on Colum- 
bus Day, the Knights of Columbus 
would regard it as an affront. Asked 
by Mr. Church if the society has con- 
sidered co-operating with the schools 
in a proper observance of the day, Mr. 
Walters replied that the school ob- 
servance of this day should be on 
the preceding day. as has been the 
case in other holidays. 

C. Ray Cabot, speaking for New- 
ton Post, American Legion said that 
although he spoke against legislation 
which made November 11th a legal , 
holiday, since the day has been set I 
apart as a day of rejoicing, we should 
carry on and observe It. He said i 
it would be inconsistent for Legion I 
members to visit schools and exhort j 
the pupils to observe the day. and , 
then have the School Committee keep 
the schools open on that day. Mr. 
Cabot said that while it might be well 
to abolish all holidays other than 
Christmas and July 4th, because such 
days are not observed as intended, he 
would advise the School Committee 
to go slowly on the proposal to keep 
the schools open on Columbus Day I 
and Armistice Day. 

Daniel Needham, Brigadier Gen- 
eral of the National Guard said it 
would be a mistake for a School Com- I 
mittee to vary from what the Legisla- I 
ture has decreed. It is not becoming j 
for a lesser governmental body to off- 
set a statute passed by the Legisla- 
ture. We are appalled today by law- 
lessness. Business men, actuated by 
the same tendency of disregard for 


loyalty to laws keep their stores open 
on holidays. It would be going a step 
further for a School Committee to 
waive holidays. It would seem like 
pooh-poohing the law, and not digni- 
fying ex-service men. Mr. Needham 
asserted that if the schools are kept 
open on Armistice Day and stores are 
kept open, the day will be gradually 
forgotten. He said if you don’t want 
the day, get it off the statute books. 
He reminded the committee that the 
new City Hall and War Memorial 
will be dedicated next Armistice Day. 
a big parade will be held, and many 
school pupils will participate. Harold 
D. Ames, Commander of Newton Post, 
said there are 2500 veterans in New- 
ton, many of them with heavy hearts 
because of idleness. He asked the 
committee not to trespass on the vet- 
erans day. Mr. Waters asked how 
much attention to school work can 
be expected from children when their 
parents are off on holiday trips? 

Mr. Church explained that Newton 
is almost down to a minimum of 180 
school days required by law. It costs 
$5000 a day to operate the Newton 
public schools and taxpayers are en- 
titled to every possible hour of teach- 
ers time. Newton schools cannot be 
opened earlier in September because 
so many pupils are at their summer 
homes. He would close the schools 
on certain great National holidays, 
and keep them open on other holi- 
days when the children could more 
properly observe such days in school. 

After the delegations had departed, 
Mr. Church said that it would be un- 
wise to keep the schools open this 
year on November 11 because of the 
dedication of the new City Hall. He 
read from the report of the School 
Department of 1929 to show that he 
had advocated opening the schools 
on certain holidays at that time. The 
amendment to the sclteol department 
rules introduced by Mr. Church speci- 
fied that the schools be closed every 
legal holiday, unless otherwise speci- 
fied by the School Committee. He 
said “We have gone too far in mak- 
ing things easy for teachers and pu- 
pils. Besides the legal holidays on 
which the schools are closed, they 
are also closed on Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons.” He stated 
that he was not in favor of taking 
further action at this time which 
would call for the keeping open of 
the schools on any particular holi- 
day. as we should have co-operation 
with the organizations whose repre- 
sentatives appeared at the meeting 
tonight. They are entitled to con- 
sideration. 

School Committeeman Fernald said 
that we should not tread on the toes 
of a substantial portion of our citi- 
zens. The change is not warranted. 
Chairman Tracy of the Committee 
said there is no emergency to war- 
rant the change. Committeeman 
Amesbury said he agreed with Mr. 
Fernald and Mr. Tracy. Mr. Church 
was the only member to vote in fa- 
vor of his amendment to the rules.

At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night Secretary 
Kellar made a protest against the 
awarding of the contract to supply 
coal for tile schools to the Common- 
wealth Fuel Company of Somerville. 
He said: 

We have been given to understand 
by Mr. Dempsey, the Mayor’s secre- 
tary, that the contract for bituminous 
coal has been awarded to the Common- 
wealth Fuel Company of Somerville at 
a price of $5.16 a ton: this in spite of 
the fact that objection has been rais- 
ed by this department to the Mayor 
liased on our past experience with 
this concern in the year 1930-31. 

The School Committee will probably 
remember that two years ago, when 
it was proposed to give the contract 
for fuel to this company, objection was 
raised at the time, and in a letter to 
His Honor the Mayor on March 26, 
1930, I said the following regarding 
bituminous coal: 

“I have no objection to make in the 
purchase of this coal from the low 
bidder, although I am satisfied from 
information which I have received 
that we will undoubtedly encounter 
more difficulty than the School De- 
partment has encountered in the past 
with this type of coal. 

“There is no doubt in my mind but 
what we shall get only the quality 
we are paying for. and that this qual 
ity is not comparable with the quality 
which we have heretofore purchased. 

“There Is merit to the argument 
that we have set up a definite approxi- 
mate analysis for this' fuel and can 
hold this company to this analysis, 
but in so doing, we shall meet with 
more or less difficulty. 

“It is a serious thing to this depart- 
ment. charged as it is with the opera- 
tion of 28 school buildings, not to be 
absolutely sure of the type of fuel with 
which it has to operate its boilers. I 
think you can see that my stand is 
taken merely to protect our schools 
next winter from any trouble. 

“I base my arguments as above, on 
information which I have received 
from men who are in close touch with 
the coal market, and also from infor- 
mation which I have received from Mr. 
Whitney, the Water Commissioner, 
who has encountered trouble from 
coal shipped to him by this Company.' 

The experience which we had with 
these people during the term of that 
contract bore out what my letter to 
the Mayor had stated. The coal was 
not of uniform quality, it ran high in 
ash content, and was extremely 
smoky. We received a number of com- 
plaints from citizens living in the vi- 
cinity of a number of the school build- 
ings, complaining to us of the excess 
of smoke, and the janitors of the 
buildings certainly noticed the in- 
crease in tlie number of barrels of 
ashes which they had to remove. 

Several times at this Technical Higli 
School building, we were compelled 
to refuse to accept coal which was 
extremely hot. 

All of the above information was 
given to Mr. Dempsey in the presence 
of the proprietors of the Common- 
wealth Fuel Company this past month 
when Mr. Dempsey had called me to 
City Hall to discuss this matter. 

At the time of the opening of the 
bids on April 20, he had informed me 
that the Commonwealth Fuel Company 
was low, and I at ance went to the 
Mayor’s office to raise objections to 
accepting their hid. feeling that the 
next bidder at $5.22. the Massachusetts 
Wharf Coal Company, who has given 
us very satisfactory fuel this past

Of Retiring School Head 


Dampness at Weeks 
School Is Expensive 

At the meeting of the School Com 
mittee on Monday night Secretary 
Kellar called attention to the fact 
that it is costing $67.50 a month to 
supply electricity for three motors 
operating blowers at the Weeks Junior 
High School. When the school was 
turned over to the School Depart- 
ment last September it w r as found 
that the unexcavated basement was 
very damp; the metal work. pipes 
and steel beams in the basement were 
rapidly rusting and the gypsum floor- 
ing saturated with moisture. In an 
attempt to correct this condition 
Public Buildings Commissioner Hage- 
man had an electric blower installed 
to force heated air through a steam 
coil into the damp basement.. In 
January a second blower was installed, 
w’hen the first blower was not produc- 
ing desired results, and in March a 
third blower was installed. The cost 
of operating the motors would amount 
to about $800 yearly and this cost is 
being taken from the school account 
for books and supplies. 

As the School Department is work- 
ing on a reduced budget for books 
and supplies this year, the $67.50 be- 
ing deducted monthly from the 
Weeks School hooks and supplies ac- 
count is a serious handicap. Mr. Kel- 
lar commented that unless the Build- 
ing Commissioner intends to take 
steps immediately to waterproof the 
floor and steel work at the school, it 
appears foolisli to continue operating 
the blowers. because during the sum- 
mer months, when the school will be 
closed, moisture will again collect in 
the damp basement. The School 
Committee voted to refer the matter 
to the subcommittee on finances, 
which will take this question up with 
the Mayor and Building Commission- 
er. 


STREET DEPT EMPLOYEES BACK 
AT WORK 


Thirty-nine employees of the Street 
Depart mont. the final batch of 200 
laid off last December, were returned 
to work on Monday after their long 
enforced idleness. Just how long they 
will he kept at work is not known 


Several hundreds of persons at- 
tended the reception to Superintend- 
ent of Schools Ulysses G. Wheeler 
and Mrs. Wheeler at the New-ton High 
School last evening in recognition of 
his eighteen years of service in that 
position from which he retires this 
year having reached the age limit. 
The reception was arranged by a spe- 
cial committee of the School Commit- 
tee with Elliott B. Church as chair- 
man. several teachers and interested 
citizens. A meeting was held in the 
auditorium of the high school at which 
George H. Tracy, chairman of the 
School Committee presided, and intro- 
duced the several speakers. Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks. Ex-Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs. Dr. Payson Smith. Commis- 
sioner of Education of Massachusetts, 
and Mr. Wheeler. Music was furnish- 
ed by the high school orchestra. 

Following the meeting a reception 
was held in the high school gymna- 
sium. In the receiving line with Mr. 
and Mrs. Wheeler were Mayor and 
Mrs. Weeks and Mr. and Mrs. George 
H. Tracy. Teachers and grade school 
principals served as ushers while 
other teachers were in charge of the 
refreshments. 

* In his remarks to the audience in 
the assembly hall Mr. Tracy com- 
mented upon his pleasure in working 
with Mr. Wheeler in the conduct of 
the Newton schools, saying that he 
believed the high standard of the 
Newton school system was largely the 
results of Mr. Wheeler's efforts. He 
stated that Mr. Wheeler’s tact was 
one of his outstanding attributes. 

Mayor Weeks complimented the re- 
tiring superintendent for his faithful- 
ness to duty and for his firmness in 
refusing to allow* politics to enter 
into the conduct of the Newton 
schools through the appointment of 
teachers because of political pressure. 
He also stressed Mr. Wheeler's pa- 
tience as one of his greatest assets in 
his position. 

Ex-Mayor Childs, who served as 
Mayor of the city for about fifteen 
of the years in which Mr. Wheeler 
has served as superintendent and un- 
der whose regime Mr. Wheeler’s ap- 
pointment was made paid many com- 
pliments to Mj\ Wheeler’s efficiency. 
He stressed his courage despite phys- 
ical affliction, an affliction which he 
characterized as a blessing in dis- 
guise in that it permitted Mr. Whee- 
ler to devote considerable time to 
study. The keenness and analytical 
mind developed by such study has en- 
abled Mr. Wheeler to keep Newton 
schools abreast of the times. 

Dr. Payson Smith suggested that 
there were six important factors in 
any school system. The first he called 
the element of the child. His sec- 
ond point was the teaching corps. The 
next point is good homes within the 
city. Good school buildings are an 
important part of any system al- 
though we can have good buildings 
but poor schools. The school com- 
mittee is another essential to a school 
system. Dr. Smith facetiously re- 
marked that the praise usually goes 
to the school teacher and the super- 
intendent but the criticism and blame 
usually falls on the school commit- 
tee. The final factor in a school sys- 
tem is the leadership. Under Mr. 
Wheeler’s leadership the Newton 
schools have progressed to a very 
high standard. 

Mr. Wheeler responded graciously 
to the remarks of the previous speak- 
ers and stated that he would always 
have pleasant memories of his con- 
nection with the Newton schools.

Lively Hearing On Petition 
To Change Proposed Route 
Of Hammond Pond Parkway 

Opposition of Metropolitan District Commission and Newton 
Planning Board Disregarded — Claim Cost $40,000 More 


The strife over the change of route 
of the Metropolitan parkway near 
Hammond’s Pond has. to date, re- 
sulted in victories for the proponents. 
The opponents to the proposed new 
route have had the advantage in num 
hers, but the forces battling for the 
more distant route from Hammond’s 
Pond have kept advancing because 
they possess the heavy artillery. Their 
big guns have been winning the bat- 
tles. The campafgn started some 
weeks ago when a group of Chestnut 
Hill residents, led by Dr. Augustus 
Thorndike and Judge James A. Lowell 
of 517 Hammond street, petitioned 
Mayor Weeks to take action which 
would result in changing the proposed 
parkway through Hammond’s Woods 
so that it will be constructed a con- 
siderable distance from the westerly 
shore of the pond, instead of skirting 
the shore, as planned by the Metro- 
politan District Commission some 
years ago. The reason advanced by 
the petitioners is that they desire to 
preserve the alleged pristine beauty of 
the pond and its surroundings. 

Mayor Weeks called a special meet- 
ing of the Aldermen on May 9 to take 
action on this petition, with the re- 
quest that the Aldermen authorize 
him and City Solicitor Bartlett to ask 
the Legislature to amend the Acts of 
1929 which specified the route of the 
parkway, by substituting the new 
route asked for by the Chestnut Hill 
group. At this meeting, the Aider- 
men after hearing the Newton Plan- 
ning Board members. Engineer Fel- 
lows of the Metropolitan Planning 
Board. City Engineer Morse and a 
statement from the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission, all in favor of the 
accepted route, voted unanimously 
against Mayor Weeks' request. On 
the evening of May 16. the Mayor, ac- 
companied by Judge Lowell and Jo- 
seph Lee of Boston, visited City Hall 
and conferred with the Aldermen 
prior to their regular meeting. As a 
result, the Aldermen voted on that 
night to rescind their vote of a week 
previous and adopted the Mayor’s 
request. 

On May 19 a hearing was held at 
the State House before the Rules 
Committee on Mayor Weeks’ petition. 
Leverett Saltonstall. Speaker of the 


House, presided. The petition was 
favored by City Solicitor Bartlett, Dr. 
Thorndike and Joseph Lee. It was op- 
posed by Mr. Kingman and Mr. Kel- 
laway of the Newton Planning Board. 
Mr. Fellows of the Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Board. Alderman Pratt of New- 
ton Centre, and a large majority of 
the 25 Newton rodents present. 
Notwithstanding, the Rules Commit- 
tee acted favorably on the petition 
and it was advanced to a hearing 
before the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs. This hearing was held at the 
State House on Monday. Twenty-five 
persons were present and Senator 
Arthur Hollis. Representatives Luit- 
weiler and Thompson were in attend- 
ance. 

City Solicitor Bartlett presented the 
Mayor's petition which was in two 
parts. The first part asked that the 
parkway be constructed 1100 or 
less from the westerly shore of Ham- 
mond’s Pond and that it contact with 
Beacon street at or near Hobart road. 
The second part of the petition read 
as follows: 

Section 2. The commission is here- 
by directed to take by eminent domain 
under chapter seventy-nine of the Gen- 
eral Laws or acquire by purchase or 
otherwise such lands or rights in land 
in the city of Newton as it shall 
deem necessary to lay out and con- 
struct a parkway or highway in said 
city of Newton along either one of the 
following routes as shall be deter- 
mined by th£ commission: 

(1) From a point at the intersec- 
tion of Chesley road and Beacon 
street in said city of Newton; thence 
northerly over public and private 
lands to Willow street; thence in a 
northerly direction to Center street in 
said city: 

12) From a point on Beacon street 
in the city of Newton opposite the ter- 
minus of the parkway or boulevard 
authorized to be constructed under 
section one of said chapter three hun- 
dred and fifty-eight; thence in a 
northerly direction over public or pri- 
vate lands to the southerly side of 
Commonwealth avenue in said city op- 
posite the intersection of said avenue 
on Hobart road. 

Said commission is hereby *author-

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


NEWTON LOSES 

14-INNING GAME 
TO R1NDGE TECH 

Newton High fought 14-innings be- 
fore succumbing to Rindge Tech 
High at Russell Field, Cambridge, on 
Wednesday in n Suburban League 
game. The defeat tightened up the 
race for 1932 honors considerably and 
reduces Newton’s lead from a full 
game to a half game. Two league 
games on this afternoon’s schedule 
will bring the league one step near- 
er the wind-up. Brookline tnkes on 
Cambridge Latin at the latter’s field 
and a victory for the Car.tnbs will put 
them back on even terms wih New- 
ton. A Brookline victory will put 
Brookline and Cambridge on even 
terms. Somerville needs a win over 
Rindge to keep on the Cantabs’ heels 
while a Rindge victory would bring 
the 1931 Somerville champions down 
into the cellar with Rindge should 
Brookline upset the Cantabs. 

Regardless of the outcome of to- 
day’s games the crucial gnme of t lie 
1932 series is scheduled for next Tues- 
day nt Russell Field when Newton and 
Cambridge Latin battle in the second 
game between the two nines. A vic- 
tory for either tenm would go a long 
way to clinching the title. Anticipat- 
ing n Cambridge victory this after- 
noon. although Brookline defeated the 
MacDonald outfit In the first game be- 
tween the two schools, the Cantabs 
and Newton would meet next Tuesday 
on even terms. To insure league hon- 
ors the Newton team would have to 
win from Kelley and his mates and 
also defeat Brookline in the closing 
game of Newton’s season on Friday 
June 3rd. at Claflin Field. By winning 
from Cambridge Latin the orange and 
black could do no worse than tie for 
first place even though it should lose 
to Brookline. If this should happen 
Somerville could finish in a tie for first 
place by winning today from Rindge 
and from Brookline next Tuesday. 
Brookline’s one chance of getting in- 
to a tie for the top berth is only by 
winning all three of its games from 
Cambridge today, from Somerville 
next Tuesday and from Newton next 
Friday. Rindge is the only tenm in 
the league that Is practically out of 
the running, having lost four games, 
although it is mathematically possible 
for all five teams to finish in a tie with 
four games won and four lost each. 

In losing to Rindge on Wednesday 
the Newton team tossed away several 
opportunities to score prior to the fin- 
ish punch by Rindge in the 1 1th. New- 
ton took a 2 to 0 lead in the first 
inning by virtue of Willie Mullen’s sin- 
gle to left and Huston’s home run blow 
to right centre field. The Newton 
shortstop’s hit was a clean home run 
and he was almost over the plate be- 
fore the hall had been returned to the 
second baseman. But that was all the 
runs Newton got off Chapman and Ma- 
honey. Rindge twirlers who teamed up 
together in a great pitching dufcl with 
Captain Tommy "Tucker” Rhodes of 
Newton. 

Rindge scored one tally in the 
fourth when with one down J. Lyons 
singled for the first Rindge hit of the 
game. Huston raced over towards 
third to knock the ball down but was 
too far away to make a play for the 
runner. Mathews flied to right al- 
though Lyons had gone to second on 
a short passed hall by Champagne. 
Byington reached out to connect with 
a wide one and hoist it to left field for 
a triple, scoring Lyons. Killian threw 
out Diehl at first to halt the tying 
run. In the sixth Rindge tied the 
count. Falese smacked one over sec- 
ond which Killian knocked down with 
a marvelous stop but could not relay 
to first in time for the out.

From then on there were 7 Vi score- 
less innings. Rhodes pitched good 
ball for Newton all the way and de- 
served a better fate as but three men 
reached first until the unfortunate 
fourteenth. On the other hand New- 
ton got runners on base several times 
but failed to produce to punch. In 
the third Terry singled and stole sec- 
ond with one down but Huston fanned 
and Hought’on fouled to the catcher. 
In the eighth Terry led off with a 
single. Huston fanned. Houghton 
forced Terry at second but stole sec- 
ond and third while Rhodes was draw- 
ing a pass. Rhodes stole second and 
Hudson was hit by a pitched hall to 
fill the bases but -Kevokian fanned 
and no runs counted.

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NEWTON TRACK 
TEAMS WIN IN 
BROOKLINE DUEL 


Newton High and Brookline high 
school track teams staged their an- 
nual dual meet yesterday afternoon nt 
the Dickinson Stadium trnck. Newton- 
ville. with the Newton tenm nvenging 
Inst year’s defeat by n 38% to 33% 
victory. The outcome of the meet was 
in doubt right up to the final event 
when Rrookline was leading 32% to 
30% with the 220-yard dash yet to he 
run. The visitors needed either a 
first or both the second and third 
places to clinch the meet but their 
only hope of placing was through the 
efforts of Boh Hall, who placed In the 
finals of the event In the State meet. 
Hall was given a fair chance of beat- 
ing out the Newton entries, Dougins 
Sloane. who had previously captured 
the 100 yard dash and Jimmy Cahill 
who had finished third in the 440-yard 
run enrlier In the afternoon. But 
Hall broke for a fnlse start und Start- 
er Win Mnrling was forced to set him 
bnek. When they got off Slonne led 
all the way. breaking the tape , four 
yards ahead of Cahill, who in turn 
was less than a yard ahead of Hall. 

There were three double winners 
with Captain Stanley Johnson and 
Douglas Sloane of Newton featuring 
for Newton and Allan Schwartz for 
Brookline. Johnson won the 120-yard 
low hurdles and the broad jump as 
well as taking third in the high jump 
for a total of 11 points, the individual 
high scorer of the meet. Sloane cap- 
tured both the 100-yard and 220-yard 
dashes while Schwartz won the high 
jump and short put to lead the Brook- 
line athletes. 

The 100-yard dash saw Jim Johnson 
of Brookline finishing second to Sloane 
with Palmer York of Newton and Stan 
Cohen of Brookline running neck and 
of Brookline, third. 

Captain Johnson had no competition 
on the hurdles, winning as he placed 
with second going to Bill Cusamano, 
Newton sophomore, over Ted Plotkin 
of Brookline .third. 

Joe Enwright of Brookline captured 
the quarter-mile with Cusamano and 
Cahill taking the second and third 
places for Newton. 

The 880-yard run was the best event 
of the afternoon. Enwright was the 
favorite despite the fact that he had 
previously won the 440. Tom Fitzger- 
ald. Newton indoor 1000-yard runner 
and outdoor miler, stepped out into 
the lead. Enwright found himself 
boxed and had difficulty getting out 
so that coming around the bend into 
the home stretch Fitzgerald had a lead 
of about six yards. Coming down the 
stretch Enwright found the handicap 
too great but tired though he was 
he managed to cling to second place 
as Phil Andress of Newton challenged 
him right up to the finish line. 

Stan Johnson's leap of 20 ft. 9 in. 
was enough to give him first place in 
the broad jump over Milton Paisner 
of Brookline with Cohen of Brookline 
taking third from Tom Molloy of New- 
ton by a slight margin. 

Allan Schwartz. Brookline high 
jumper, cleared 5 ft. 9 in. to defeat 
his teammate Ted Plotkin while John- 
son of Newton took third. Schwartz 
repeated in the shotput, winning over, 
his teammate Boh Hall with a toss of 
47 ft. 4 in. while Tom Molloy of New- 
ton took third. 

On Monday the Newton team goes 
to Amherst where they will compete 
in the annual interscholastic track 
meet staged by Amherst College. New- 
ton’s competition there will be largely 
confined to the schools in the western 
part of the state as most of the 
schools in the east of the state com- 
pete at the Brown interscholastics at 
Providence. 

Next week Saturday the outdoor 
track season closes with the annual 
State Relay championships at Fitch- 
burg where for the past several years 
Newton has been among the teams 
contending for the various champion- 
ships.

The April report of the Newton 
Board of Health shows that 55 deaths 
occurred in this city during that 
month; 27 males and 28 females. Scar- 
let-fever caused 1 death, cancer 
diabetes 2. cerebral hemorrhage 8, 
heart ailments 14, arteriosclerosis 
pneumonia 4, appendicitis 2. Seven 
teen of those who died were between 
60 and 70 years old, eleven between 
0 and 80 years, ten were over 80. The 
death rate of the month was 9.38 per 
1000 of population. The rate of the 
corresponding month last year was 
11.37. 

Communicable diseases reported 
during the month included — scarlet 
fever 35 cases, measles 252, mumps 
13, w'hooping cough 20. chicken pox 
lobar pneumonia 8. Of the cases of 
measles 88 were in Ward 4, 43 in 
Ward 5, 45 in Ward 6. The agents of 
the Health Department inspected 44 
tenements, 11 beauty and barber 
shops, 99 markets. 18 restaurants, 11 
ice cream manufacturies.

thnt Wednesday morning, with bell 
boys and porters hurrying hither und 
yon. and with lines forming for regis- 
tration and keys. It is estimated thnt 
between 2.000 and 2,600 Clubwomen 
attended the convention, the 40th am 
nunl one. a larger number thnn for 
several years, these being attracted 
by the many new features planned by 
way of entertainment during section 
meetings, visits to gardens and motor 
trips, and musical programs, flower 
shows, and illustrated talks given In 
the Ball Room. 

Chairmen of divisions had arranged 
their displays of exhibits, and later 
these were found to have many beauti- 
ful and attractive features. 

Mrs. Walter H. Woods, chairman of 
Cooperation with War Veterans, ex- 
hibited a fascinating table of jewelry 
made by the "boys”, which enticed 
many purchasers. She gave a most 
entertaining report of her year’s work 
on Thursday afternoon, and presented 
most appropriately, and with indica- 
tion of the thoughtfulness which has 
characterized her chairmanship, the 
patients’ orchestra from the Bedford 
Veterans’ Administration Hospital, for 
a musical program. On Thursday, also, 
these veterans were entertained by 
picnic luncheon at Salem Willows. 

Many clubwomen found keen inter- 
est in the booth of Mrs. William I. 
Mac An lay. chairman of Interracial 
Unity, which was gay with brightly 
dressed dolls, showing costumes of 
nearly every country of the world. 
Those of foreign lands had been 
dressed by women who have come 
from these particular countries, and so 
are accurate in color and style of cos- 
tume. and today these women, having 
settled in Massachusetts are raising 
their children in this adopted land. 

Miss Florence Birchard, chairman of 
the State Division for the Blind, had 
charge of articles made by the blind of 
the State, on sale at her booth. All the 
work had been done by blind people in 
their homes, and any money received 
goes back to them. Baskets, dusters, 
cute little play cats made of yarn, 
woven goods, dresser scarfs, dolls, 
rings and household articles were on 
display. 

On the opening afternoon, in Con 
vention Hall, with Mrs. Schrader pre- 
siding. resolutions of much appeal 
were adopted: 

First, one of sympathy to be sent to 
Colonel and Mrs. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh. in the most conspicuously trag- 
ic sorrow of a law-breaking era. the 
kidnapping and subsequent death of 
their baby son. and pledging united 
support to awaken the American 
people to the need of immediate con- 
certed action to end lawlessness and 
crime. 

Second, urging the members of the 
National Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives to balance the budget with 
all possible speed, in order that we 
may unite in an intelligent endeavor 
to restore confidence and hope, which 
are the foundations upon which the 
well-being of our nation rests. 

Third, they went on record in fav- 
or of wise purchasing and economical 
living, and earnest cooperation with 
public welfare committees and boards, 
thereby helping restore confidence and 
to dissipate discouragement and fear, 
after "an unprecedented era of over- 
estimated values, forcing of credit, 
over-production, an# under-consump- 
tion, followed by deflation, collapse of 
credit, and hoarding.” 

Fourth. In this Bicentennial year of 
George Washington, they made formal 
expression of reverence for the lofty 
character and splendid service of this 
great patriot, soldier, and statesman, 
pledging anew allegiance to the prin- 
ciples of liberty and law which he ex- 
emplified in words and deeds. 

In the financial report which testi- 
fied to the many mighty works of the 
State Federation in good causes, it 
was shown that a total of $173,943.46 
had been contributed, distributed as 
follows: Hospitals, $8,534.20; Scholar- 
ships. $26,511.30; Public Welfare. $79.- 
626.71; Local Charities. $30,202.68: 
Foreign Relief. $96.50; Red Cross. $1.- 
497.75: Work for Disabled Soldiers. 
$3,233.23; Public Health Work. $14.- 
892.66: Federation Forest. $796.25: and 
all other contributions, $8,552.18. 

High lights of the speeches given 
during these sessions brought out 
many vital, as well as entertaining, 
points. 

Mothers wbre asked to call a halt 
on the use of the moving picture 
theatre as a day nursery, by Mrs. 
Ambrose X. Diehl, chairman of the 
Motion Picture Division of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
the principal speaker at the formal 
opening session. 

"Mothers complain about the influ- 
ence of the moving pictures, yet con- 
tinue to shoo their children into them 
whenever they want to play bridge 
or otherwise enjoy freedom from their 
responsibility. We can hardly continue 
to ask the heads of a great commercial 
enterprise to take more interest in our 
children than we do ourselves. It is a 
humiliating situation." said Mrs. Diehl. 
She further declared: "To those who 
may question the improvement in pic- 
tures, I can only offer figures based on 
the careful reviewing done by our very 
efficient committees, one on the East 
Coast and one on the West Coast. Last 
year in the period between June 1 and 
December 31, elghty-one pictures of 
outstanding merit were released. This 
is approximately three well worth- 
while pictures a week. Thirty-nine of 
tills number were endorsed as family 
pictures. 

"Motion pictures can contribute 
much to human happiness. This we

know out of experience. And believing 
it. we will continue the building of 
our program— protesting the objec- 
tionable. selecting and endorsing the 
worthwhile, supporting those endorsed 
and bringing the weight of our Influ- 
ence to the strengthening of those so 
rial ideals which we believe are fun- 
damental to the maintenance of the 
famiiv an( i of civilization.” 

At section meetings held Thursday 
morning: Mr. James Edward Rog- 

ers, author and national ndviser on 
community and state-wide recreation, 
pointed out thnt. although we had 
been able to combat successfully vari- 
ous diseases, we are not yet able to 
fight the influence of industrialism and 
the machine age which is rapidly mak 
ing us Into a nation of nervous break- 
downs. 

Mr. J. Anton DeHaas. Harvard Uni- 
versity professor of international re- 
lations, told delegates: "The hope of 
the world in the present conditions 
lies in the united action on the part 
of the United States. 

"This is only possible if we have an 
enlightened public opinion, and that 
is the thing which you are in a very 
favoraMe position to create. Wash- 
ington can move no faster than pub- 
lic opinion. Your women’s clubs can 
do much to drag into the open the dis- 
cussion of international affairs with 
a view to making them better under- 
stood generally. 

Influence your public libraries to 
have the right kind of newspapers 
where more space is given to world 
affairs than to the operations of gang- 
dom: appeal to your local newspapers 
by telling them you are more Inter- 
ested in what is happening in China 
than in Jones’ cow. 

"Agitation for co-operation with the 
world for strengthening that peace 
machine can help to make war im- 
possible. If we forget our legal rights 
and our moral rights in the matter of 
reparations and accept conditions in 
those bankrupt European countries 
a business situation there is more 
hope for a Europe settling back to 
work, creating markets for our pro- 
ducts. a prosperous Europe where war 
clouds are less likely to arise." 

"Teach the child that saving things 
that cost money, is as important as 
saving money itself. 

"Many of the economic problems of 
the future would be solved if we could 
have one generation trained in sane 
saving, spending, sharing.versed in the 
principles of how to earn and receive, 
how to save, how to spend wisely, and 
how to give. This is the secret of 
Tomorrow’s Family Finance.’ ” So 
declared Dr. Josephine L. Pierce, 
chairman of Family Finance of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
speaking at the sectional conference 
of the Department of the American 
Home. 

Thursday evening, in reporting pro- 
gress in work pertaining to Social 
Welfare, one of Newton’s clubwomen. 
Mrs. Stephen E. Wright, chairman of 
Auburndale. presiding over this ses- 
sion, presented Dr. Miriam Van Wa- 
ters. superintendent of Sherborn Re- 
formatory for Women. 

Dr. Van Waters, in checking crime 
causes, cited "broken homes" as a 
factor far more important than others 
such as mental and physical deficien- 
cy. 

In the prevention of crime and the 
treatment of delinquents, she urged 
consideration of the problem of what 
to do with leisure time for boys and 
girls. “Teach them how to use their 
leisure,” she urged. 

Educational problems presented Fri- 
day carried forward similar advice, 
when "gerater attention to school 
problems in their communities" was 
urged by Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon, of East 
Boston, chairman of Education in the 
General Federation of Women’s C’lubs. 
She advised as one step in the right 
direction the selection and support of 
persons of integrity to serve on school 
boards. She deplored the present 
general budgetary control which is ad- 
vocating shorter terms, lowering 
teachers’ salaries and abandoning 
school building programs. "Society 
must choose whether it will pay for 
education or ignorance.” she said, "for 
it certainly must pay for one or the 
other.” 

Miss Marion C. Nichols, chairman of 
Citizenship, gave the clubwomen a 
vital speaker in Mr. Cameron Beck, 
personnel director of the New York 
Stock Exchange, who held their at- 
tention. in a most forceful and stirr- 
ing talk Friday morning upon the 
splendid work going forward among 
these men of wealth in assisting young 
people to find themselves, and in 
assisting in building thereby efficient 
leadership for the future. He appealed 
to clubwomen to express their patri- 
otic service by this worthwhile assist- 
ance of youth, and cited the big mo- 
ments of America’s history— Civil Wur 
and World War — wherein young men 
of high ideals had sacrificed in a man- 
ner too great for words of sympathy 
or approval. 

His address could not have been 
more appropriately climaxed if a poem 
of citizenship ideals had been written 
for the occasion, than it proved, when 
Mrs. Schrader introduced as "a friend 
of State Federation Headquarters 
since their opening ten years ago, an 
author whose hooks had been present- 
ed to them, Emma Downing Coolidge, 
of Newon, who was now presenting 
to the State Federation for Headquar- 
ters a framed copy of her Tercenten- 
ary poem, entitled ‘Our Torch’, which 
she would read." 

Miss Coolidge said in part: "As our 
president has said this poem was writ- 
ten to commemorate the 300th anni- 
versary of the founding of our coun- 
try. Jt embodies the history of those 
yeurs: first in its settlement with pri- 
vations, and with courage; then it h 
triumphant winning of freedom in the 
Revolution; its progress, when 
through various wars it stood for 
some high principle, Wur of 1812, Mex- 
ican. Civil Wur und World War; and 
finully the place It holds In the world 
today; und throughout is the refrain 
thut is voiced by all good citizens, in 
appreciation of that past, in consccra-

Contradicting the state- 
ment of the proponents, he said the 
plans of Route 1 call for a sidewalk 
bridle path, and a strip which will al 
low for planting of trees, and the park- 
way along this route will add to. rath- 
er than injure the appearance of the 
pond. 

Referring to Section 2. option 1 
of the petition tthe proposal to con 
tinue the parkway across Chesley road 
and along Willow street). Mr. Fellows 
along Willow street). Mr. Fellows 
.aid “this is where the cloven hoof 
appears. Never before has a bill 
been presented to cover up the real 
reason. The Chesley road and Wil- 
low street extension is the ‘nigger in 
the woodpile.’ ” He explained that to 
extend the parkway along this route 
would cause dangerous traffic intersec- 
tions at Chesley road and Beacon 
street. Willow and Sumner streets. He 
said this route would bring heavy traf- 
fic to endanger the children going to 
the schools and playground and the 
persons going to the churches nearby. 
Autohits would travel over Homer 
street to avoid the traffic signals at 
Commonwealth avenue and Centre 
street. Senator Hollis commented at 
this point, “The electric cars formerly 
went over Homer street.” Mr. Fellows 
continued hy saying that a certain 
element is not interested in zoning 
restrictions, in traffic safety, in keep- 
ing Newton Centre attractive. This 
element favors gasoline stations and 
apartment houses. 

William H. Greeley of Ashton ave- 
nue. Newton Center, opposed the peti 
tion. He said the heavy traffic from 
Willow street would enter Homer St. 
with its many trees, obscured side 
streets and playground entrance. 
Charles S. Wing of 98 Homer street 
opposed the petition. He could not 
understand why it is proposed to ex- 
tend the parkway through Chesley 
road, a half mile distant from the en- 
trance of the parkway onto Beacon 
street. He said it is not the practice 
of the State to spend money for local 
purposes and the City of Newton 
should not ask for such an expendi- 
ture. 

Herbert Kellaway outlined the his- 
tory of the planning of the parkway, 
the acceptance of Route 1 after a 
areful study had been made of al- 
ternate routes. He asserted that the 
whole petition is foolish. Alderman 
Temperley said he is one of the three 
Aldermen who refused to flop over at 
the urging of Mayor Weeks. He asked 
why should the State spend money 
for a needless purpose when the nec- 
essity of economy is being stressed? 
Charles Nevin of Tyler terrace said 
ii is a very unusual thing to have a 
Legislative bill sprung on us with only 
two days notice. The Planning Board 
was given no time to study this. The 
City of Newton has not reached the 
point where the State must pave its 
streets. Senator Hollis endeavored 
to bring out the point that most of the 
opposition is against the extension of 
tlie parkway through Chesley road and 
Willow street, rather than against the 
hange of route near Hammond’s 
Pond. Mr. Windsor asked permission 
to speak again and took exception to 
he statement "that the Hammond 
street residents, who signed the peti- 
tion were the victims of subtle pro- 
paganda." He said that Judge Lowell. 
Dr. Thorndike and himself were not 
victims of any propaganda, and signed 
he petition with their eyes open. He 
characterized Mr. Kellaway and the 
Metropolitan District engineers as ob- 
stinate in demanding Route 1. Mr. 
Kenistoti. chairman of the Metropol- 
itan District Commission spoke In fa- 
vor of Route 1. On a showing of 
hands 19 of those present voted 
against the Mayor's petiliou, and 6 
favored It. 

There will be hearing on the peti- 
tion next Tuesday before the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee. In all 
probability the bill will receive fav- 
orable action from this committee. 


HENRY I HARRIMAN OPPOSES 
CHANGE OF PARKWAY ROUTE 

The following letter from Henry I. 
Hardman of Newton. Director of the 
Metropolitan Planning Division was 
read before the Committee on Metro- 


politan Affairs at the hearing held last 
Monday on the petition of Mayor 
Weeks to change the route of the 
parkway near Hammond’s Pond. 

Gentlemen: 

I am leaving Boston for several 
weeks’ absence and I am leaving this 
letter with the Chief Engineer of the 
Division of Metropolitan Planning to 
be presented in case an amendment to 
chapter 358 of the Acts of 1929 comes 
before you for consideration. The act 
in question authorizes the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission to construct 
what is known as the Hammond Poml 
Parkway at a cost of approximately 
$400,000. the parkway starting near 
the junction of Hammond street and 
Newton street in Brookline and ex- 
tending for the most part over Metro- 
politan land to Beacon street near its 
intersection with Hobart road. The 
route authorized in the adt is the one 
selected after careful study by the 
Metropolitan District Commission and 
this Division. It crosses Boylston 
street near Hammond Pond and pro- 
ceeds northerly near the bank of the 
pond and across the railroad to Bea- 
con street. 

By following this course, it avoids 
any serious curve and has an excel- 
lent alignment, but a number of people 
living on the opposite side of Ham- 
mond Pond distant 1000 or 1500 feet 
desire to have the roadway thrown 
westerly of the pond about 800 feet 
in order that there may be no roadway 
along the pond or in sight of their 
homes. This petition has also been 
signed by a large number of people 
in the Chestnut Hill District of New- 
ton and their petition is certainly 
worthy of careful consideration. I feel, 
however, that from every angle it 
would be a vital mistake to change 
the authorized route for the following 
reasons : 

First — The new route would cost 
from $40,000 to $50,000 more than the 
authorized route: 

Second — It would have an eight per 
cent grade against a maximum two 
per cent grade by the authorized 
route: 

Third — It would have one 300 foot 
radius curve and two 500 foot radius 
curves. The Department of Public 
Works and the Metropolitan District 
Commission prefer to have no curves 
of a radius of less than seven hundred 
feet: 

Fourth — The route is much more 
crooked and much less scenic and 
beautiful. 

Offsetting these obvious disadvan- 
tages. I can see no advantage except 
the very remote one of moving the 
roadway so that it is entirely out of 
ight of the four houses 1200 feet dis- 
tant on the easterly side of Hammond 
Pond. I do not feel that the roadway 
as laid out will destroy many trees 
or in any way injure the shore of the 
pond. I feel that such an important 
crosstown or through route should not 
be laid out on such a crooked align- 
ment. Furthermore even though the 
route suggested in the amendment pro- 
posed could be built within the pres- 
ent appropriation. I see no reason why 
the State should spend an additional 
forty or fifty thousand dollars to cre- 
ate an objectionable route.

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LOW BID MAY MEAN LOWER TAXES 

The resurfacing of Washington street has been started 
under a contract considerably lower than anticipated prior 
to the opening of the bids. Newton’s share of the $130,000 
to be expended for the work is considerably less than $100.- 
000, v;hile the amounts to be contributed by the county and 
state \vill be proportionately reduced from the $30,000 
amounts originally expected. Had the project been under- 
taken in the prosperous years of 1928 or 1929 there is no 
telling how high the low bid might have been. Provided 
the contract is completed with close adherence to specifica- 
tions the present condition of the street will soon be forgotten 
with the increased possibility that Mayor Weeks will be suc- 
cesful in his efforts to effect some reduction in the tax rate. 


A MENACE TO SAFETY 

Much has been written regarding safety measures, safety 
drives by the state and local police and other methods look- 
ing toward the safety of pedestrians, both children and 
adults. Concentration of these efforts usually centre on the 
more travelled highways. There is a rapidly growing prac- 
tice of speeding upon the less frequented and so-called side 
streets. Perhaps such reckless drivers feel that their chances 
of getting caught are reduced through the fact that it would 
be impossible to patrol side streets as rigidly as the more 
travelled highways. We would suggest that the local police 
give some attention to this increasing practice with the aim 
of reducing the menace to the safety of the citizens.

winter, should again have the contract. 
Mr. Dempsey, after listening to my ob- 
jections. went into the Mayor’s office, 
and then came out and told me that 
the Massachusetts Wharf Coal Com- 
pany would receive the contract. This 
was on a Wednesday, and on Saturday 
I received a telephone call from Mr. 
Dempsey asking me to be at City Hall 
on Monday morning at 9:00 o’clock. 
On arriving there. I found that in the 
meantime the Commonwealth Fuel 
Company had called on the Mayor 
with the intention of having him res- 
cind his decision in regard to the 
awarding of this contract. At that 
meeting also was Mr. Crocker of ths 
Water Department, who also raised 
very serious objection to the award 
being made as it was planned. 

The Walsh brothers of the Common- 
wealth Fuel Company stated that It 
was their intention to supply New 
River bituminous coal furnished by 
C. H. Sprague & Company. I have 
talked, however, with a representative 
of that concern, who informs me that 
they could not supply a first quality 
coal for the money quoted in the bid. 
It would seem, therefore, that what 
we are to get is a mixed coal ■which 
will probably be New River, but not 
run-of-tbe-mine. 

If we take the comparison of ash 
content for 1930-31. and 1931-32. we 
find an average increase in Common- 
wealth Fuel over a year, of two per 
cent (2%). which, under the present 
contract, means approximately eleven 
cents (11c) a ton more than they are 
quoting, which would place their bid 
five cents (5c) a ton higher than the 
Massachusetts Wharf. 

There is no doubt in my mind but 
what we are again faced with a great 
amount of trouble during this ensuing 
year. I am placing these facts before 
you. as I feel that the School Commit- 
tee should know exactly what has 
happened, and to show that this de- 
partment has made objection to the 
awarding of this contract. 

Mr. Tracy, chairman of the School 
Committee, said that in 1930 we had a 
lot of trouble with coal furnished by 
this concern. I understand the con- 
tract will not be legal without my sig- 
nature. The School Committee can 
advertise for bids for coal to supply 
the school requirements; but the low- 
est bid so received, must equal the 
lowest bid of those refused, before 
any contract could be awarded. In 
answer to a question, Mr. Kellar 
stated that Walsh Brothers are a 
trucking concern and buy pool coal. 
He said that up to 1930 the School 
Department purchased its coal, and 


the coal received from the Common- 
wealth Fuel Company had a much 
larger ash content than coal previous- 
ly obtained for the schools, or coal 
purchased last year from the Massa- 
chusetts Wharf Coal Company. In the 
Stearns School alone, the amount of 
ashes jumped from 25 to 40 barrels a 
week, and much trouble was had in 
the schools from the inferior coal be- 
cause of its greater smoke contents. 


MAYOR SIGNS CONTRACT FOR 
STREET JOB 


Last Saturday morning Mayor 
Weeks signed the contract awarding 
the work of resurfacing Washington 
street between Newton Corner and 
West Newton to the Sherry Construc- 
tion Company of Fall* River. Their 
bid. $130,000. was the lowest of 35 
received and $65,000 under the esti- 
mate of State Engineers. The firm 
promised to employ Newton men 
when possible and to pay 40 cents 
per hour to laborers. 


MUSIC FESTIVAL AND CONCERT 


The Newton High School band will 
conclude its season on Friday evening 
June 3rd with the annual music out- 
door festival. The school orchestra, 
glee club, and a chorus of two hun- 
dred trained voices will also partici- 
pate. The band is under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Charles R. Spaulding and 
the glee club is coached by Charles 
Harrington. Edward N. Griffin, direc- 
tor of the chorus and supervisor of 
music in the Newton schools, is in 
charge of the festival. 

On June 7th at 4 p. m. the bands, 
bugle and drum corps of the Newton 
schools will combine tc^ hold a con- 
cert on Claflin Field.

The bride is a graduate of Smith 
College, class of 1929. and the groom 
of Princeton, class of 1928, after which 
he studied at New College. Edinburgh, 
and at the University of Marburg. Ger- 
many. He then entered the Yale Di- 
vinity School and will complete his 
training for the ministry this year at 
the Princeton Theological Seminary. 


A number of vitally important mat- 
ters remain to he acted upon before 
prorogation. As to when that will 
come It is impossible to hazard a 
guess at this writing. Developments 
are usually frequent in the last days 
so that final adjournment may be an- 
nounced when least expected. 

The amendment to the Sunday base- 
ball law affects only Fenway Park 
in Boston, although originally offered 
to reduce throughout the State from 
1000 to 750 feet the distance from a 
place of worship wherein Sundny 
baseball may be played. Considerable 
opposition was shown at the hearing 
before the Committee of Legal Af- 
fairs to a measure affecting the en- 
tire State. The committee decided 
to report a bill which would allow 
Sundny games at Fenway Park. 
Heretofore they have been impossible 
because that park is within 1000 feet 
of the Church of the Disciples. A 
special bill, to become operative on 
its passage, was finally reported and 
advanced. 

The House sustained Governor Ely's 
veto of the bill to authorize the State 
to reimburse six different persons, all 
residents of the central and west- 
ern part of the commonw’ealth. for 
damages done to their automobiles 
when run into by wild deer on State 
highways. The total amount involved 
was $392. The Governor declared, in 
his veto message. ‘‘The amounts 
sought to be # recovered through legis- 
lation indicate a lack of serious con- 
sequences from these accidents, but 
payment of such damages establishes 
a dangerous precedent to which ref- 
erence may be made at some future 
time as a basis for other forms of 
legislative recovery requiring a much 
greater expenditure of money.” He 
said. ‘‘It would be equally advisable 
to compensate a traveler on the high- 
way whose automobile was damaged 
by lightning or whose ignition was 
put out of commission by rain. Con- 
tacts with stray and wild deer is one 
of the minor hazards to w’hich all 
automobilists may be subject." On 
the question of passing the bill not- 
withstanding the veto of His Excel- 
lency there were 82 in favor and 107 
against. 

The Legislature has amended the 
existing statutes in order to make it 
unnecessary for a barber to obtain 
from local health authorities a per- 
mit to give facial massage. The bill 
passed last yetfl* for th.e creating of 
a State board of registration and ex- 
amination of barbers covers the point. 
Action was taken because in the city 
of Lynn a barber was haled into court 
who did not have a local license 
to give facial massages. Then it was 
learned of the existence of the old 
statute. 

Both branches have referred to the 
next annual session a bill authorizing 
the State Treasurer to borrow’ money 
and to loan the same to cities and 
towns which are without sufficient 
funds to pay obligations and expenses 
of their departments of public wel- 
fare. 

Another bill referred to the next 
annual session the adoption of ordi- 
nances and by-laws incorporation by 
reference certain building and plumb- 
ing codes and standards. 

After considerable debate the Sen- 
ate rejected the bill to reduce from 
3 to 2% percent the monthly inter- 
est rates on small loans. The meas- 
ure had been favorably acted upon by 
the House. 

The Governor has signed the bill 
extending to 1936 the additional one 
cent gasoline tax. making three cents 
in all. Commissioner Henry F. Long 
this week announced that under the 
provisions of another bill signed by 
the Governor about $6,000,000 will be 
distributed among cities and towns 
from the proceeds of the gasoline tax. 
The law provides that such proceeds 
shall be paid for local highway con- 
struction. allocations to be made to 
cities and towns in proportion to the 
amounts for which they will be as- 
sessed for the State tax of the cur- 
rent year. The amount w’hich New- 
ton will receive is $124,811. 

The tw’o branches have accepted 
the adverse report of the Committee 
on Transportation on the report of 
the special commission created to 
study the advisability of regulating 
the business of transporting freight, 
merchandise and other property for 
hire upon the public ways of the 
State by motor vehicle. 

The Governor was sustained on tw’o 
vetoes for reimbursement to private 
individuals from State funds. His 
veto of the bill to pay Johnny Risko. 
a boxer, $5000 for a purse forfeited 
by Risko in 1931 w’as sustained, 168 
to 5. Representative Baker was one 
of the five w’ho voted against the 
Governor. Another veto was that of 
a bill to reimburse a resident of Up- 
ton to the extent of $25 for the loss 
of a bicycle stolen from him by a 
State ward. On the question of pass- 
ing the bill notwithstanding the veto 
of the Governor there were eight in 
favor and 170 against. 

The report of the trustees of the 
Metropolitan Transit District has been 
transmitted to the Legislature by the 
Metropolitan Transit Council. It in- 
cludes recommendations for subway 
extensions in the district totalling 
$40,000,000. Newton would be affected 
by the proposed extension of the 
Boylston street suhway from Ken- 
more Square to Union Square, Alls- 
ton. However, appropriation of mil- 
lions of dollars of the State’s money 
at this time does not seem to invite 
the hearty support of the Governor 
and General Court. Consequently, it 
is believed that the entire matter 
will be put over until some later year 
without any great amount of discus- 
sion.

Sheraton, called the chaste design- 
er and maker, assembled severe 
straight lines into furniture of ex- 
quisite grace, though perfection of 
proportions was his forte. He insist- 
ed rightly, such furniture would be 
independent of passing fashion, and it 
is because of this that his influence 
is seen today more than that of any 
other man. 

Chairs were his most striking arti- 
cles as they were of his competitor. 
Hepplewhite, whose qualities of grace 
Sheraton perpetuated in more sub- 
stantial form. Though frail in appear- 
ance because of their slenderness, his 
pieces were very sound. The square 
back is a Sheraton motif, even to the 
few shield backs; all his pieces are 
visibly self-supporting; the joints ac- 
cented rather than depressed; slen- 
der legs were straight tapered, round 
and square, fluted and more often 
turned than Hepplewhite’s pieces; 
seats were rectangular, nearly square 
and narrowing toward the back, seat 
frames allowed to show in visible sup- 
port for his cushioning of enne and 
harmonious fabrics. 

Sheraton was the first to make twin 
beds and roll top desks. Sideboards 
were more elaborate than Hepple- 
white’s and curved ends always con- 
vex. The classic lyre. urn. vase, with 
a swag of drapery as introduced by 
the Brothers Adam were frequently 
employed on his sideboards and secre- 
taries. centered in panels beautifully 
proportioned. 

Carving was not employed by Sher- 
aton as a means of decoration, achiev- 
ing his effects, with mahogany as his 
favored wood, with inlays and mar- 
quetry of satinwood and tulipwood.

ted service and loyalty pledged. Thin 
may well lie 'Our Torch’. ” Following 
the rending of the six stanzas, MIhh 
C oolldge turned to Mrs. Schrader Hay- 
ing: "And now. Madame President, 
It hecomeR my great privilege and 
plenHtire to present a framed copy of 
this poem, through you, to the Mush- 
aehuHottH State Federation of Worn- 
en'H ClutiH. and when It 1h placed at 
Headquarters it may, perhaps, be an 
inspiration to patriotic service and an 
incentive to further high achievements 
which shall bless all women’s clubs, 
and through them our country, and 
all mankind." 

A stirring ovation, which nearly 
overcame her in emotion, greeted 
Grace Morrison Poole on Saturday 
when she arrived from a speaking tour 
through the south, in time to address 
the assembly on "CastleR In Spain.” 
Agnes Carr, poet of the Boston Trav- 
eler, gave in tribute to her an orig- 
inal poem, entitled ‘‘Massachusetts’ 
Favorite Daughter.” With her cus- 
tomary wisdom, Mth. Poole in express- 
ing her appreciation most graciously, 
urged the assembly to remember that 
Massachusetts, and not Mrs. Poole per- 
sonally, is being honored in the selec- 
tion of a Bay State woman to guide 
the destinies of the General Federa- 
tion.

With the terrific collision of autos 
on Commonwealth avenue and 3 
deaths thereby it emphasizes again 
the great benefit derived from divided 
roadways for traffic in opposite direc- 
tion. If tlie boulevard at Chestnut 
Hill were one-way drives North and 
South sides, the accident last night 
would probably have been averted.
